Mr. Jarvis, in answer to a question, 
eid the stone would resist the severest 
fire and not flake off. It would also keep 
well preserved in tha severest cold weather, 
frost not affecting it. He desired- the 
Committee to give him something definite 
in the way of a resolution, which he might 
lay before those who contemplated going 
into the concern. He felt confident that 
he could muke a success out of the indus- 
try. rae 
Mayor Johnson asked Mr. Jarvis if he 
would come here to reside if the industry 
came here, 


Mr. J.rvis said he certainly would. 

The Mayor—Would skilled labor be em- 
ployed ? 

Mr. Jarvis—Some would be skilled, such 
«3 engineers, and some unskilled laborers. 


The Mayor—Would 40 hands mean men 
with families or boys ? 


Mr. Jarvis—It means able bodied men, 
I am not here on an exploiting expedition. 
This industry was flourishing in England 
and was a commercial success, and thore 
was no reason why it could not be a suc- 
cess here. 


Ald. Doyle—How much capital is invest- 
ed by the company ? 


Mr. Jarvis —This had not been decided. 
The plant proposed to be erected would 
cost $35,000 to $40,000. What he. asked 
for was a bonus of $10,000 for 40 hands 
employed ; $15,000 for 60 hands and $20,- 
C00 for 80 hands. 


Ald. Taylor—How long would you bind 
yourself to operate the works. Would you 
guarantee to run 10 years ? 


Mr. Jaryis—Certainly, for that time and 
for all time, unless something unforeseen 
happened. : 


Ald, Taylor—Would you do anything in 
winter ? 


Mr. Jarvis—Certainly. The sand would 
be gathored in the summer and the stone 
could be made in the winter. 


The Mayor— Would the plant run the 
whole 12 months of the year ? 


Mr. Jarvis—Oertainly, unless an_acci- 
dent occurred, : 


The Mayor—The City would have to 
have & guarantee as to how many years the 
irdustry would be kept running, and he 
would like to have this stated. 


Mr. Jarvis said he could not say, but if 
the industry was established here ho felt 
sure {t would be continuous. He would 
say 10 years at loast. 


Ald. Panter asked if it wasa Joint Stock 
Company, and ho was informed it was. 

The Mayor said that the basis of the 
bonus asked by Mr. Jarvis was similar to 
that of the Carpet By-law, which the elec- 
tors unanimously adopted. He did not 
desire to beat Mr. Jarvis down in price, 
but if the present terms were not accepted 
he asked that geptleman if he could con- 
sider any lower figures.

HARDY MADE CONDITIONS, 


Not Taking Chances for Damage Cluime 


by the Michiguo Lumber Men. 


Toronto, July 1.—A prominent lum 
berman in the Ottawa Valley, who has 
jotimate relations with the Liberal party, 
tays that it is true that Mr. Hardy has 
auvreed to go to court to try. the logality 
of his manufneturing clause, which com- 
pela the Michigan lumbermen to cut 
thelr lowa in Ontario, but he bas done so 
only on a very algniflcant condition, viz.:

Hoe never supposed anyone would imagine 
there was any intention to conceal any- 
thing. ‘lhe Minister of the Interior bad 
iniputed ignorance and carelessness on his 
part in making the charge. The point he 
desired to make was that, although the 
parties who applied for leases did not, 
according to the return, obtain leases, he 
believed if he had the liberty of appear- 
ing before a commission he would be 
able to establish that, out of all the appli- 
cations, they had obtained a lease, and 
that the lease was trafficked in as charged 
by Mr, Philip, who represented in writ- 
ing to a gentleman known to him that 
Mr. Sifton and Major Walsh were both 
interested in that dredging lease. 


Mulock Continues, 

Mr. Mulock, continuing, pointed out 
that Sir Hibbert must fail in this charge, 
and fail absolutely. If the hon, gentle- 
man meant to cbarge the Minister of the 
Interjor with having used his position to 
commit a breach of trust and with hay- 
ing been guilty of malfeasance of office, 
clearer language could be discovered for 
the purpose, and that he had not seen 
fit to use. With regard to the mail service 
to the Yukon, a commission of judges 
Was not required to decide whether it 
would be wiser to place the work of 
carrying mails in the hands of the police 
or in any other way. Anyone who con- 
sidered the question would see that it 
was wiser and safer, until the country 
was better travelled and better known, 
to keep it in the hands of the Mounted 
Police, rather than in the hands of the 
contractors, who might not be able to 
carry out the contract. The police had 
successfully carried the mails, and in the 
face of difficulties which could not be 
understood and properly estimated here, 
and difficulties which were not~ encount- 
ered by any other mail service in the 
world to-day, extending, as it did, into 
the Arctic cirole. He proposed to gradu- 
ally transfer the work from the police to 
private contractors as circumstances war- 
Tanted.

Mr. Oliver's Position. 


Mr. Oliver (Liberal), who voted against 
the Jast motion asking for a judicial in- 
vestigation, said that the report of Mr.

Sir Charles Tupyer said ho was not 
sorry to seo this step towards prorogation 
being taken, buf at the same time he 
wished to disclaim any personal anxiety 
to get away,.and said that the newspaper 
announcement that he was to sail for 
England on July 20 was news to him. 

Mr Britton asked if the Premier could 
say anything about the probable date of 
prorogation. Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied 
that all he could say was that the Goy- 
ernment bad no mors business to bring 
down except the Senate resolution and 
the supplementary estimates for next 
year, which would probably be laid on 
the table early next week, after which 
he suggested it may be as well to have 
morning sessions, In reply to Sir Hib- 
bert Tupper, he said that he would on 
Monday announce the Government's 
policy with respect to the proposal to 
further restrict Chinese immigration.

Finally, the 
olylc gusd waa ordored out to relieve the 
police. Despite those attempts to suppress 
the disturbanoos, rioting continued to o ° 
late hour, many porsons being Injured. 
A feature was the general tearing up of 
paving stones to be hurled at the police 
and guards, A tramway conductor ro- 
oelved two bullet wounds, Ultimately the 
troops were cailed ont, about 85 arrests 
were made, many of those taken into 
custody being In possession of revolvers, 


Continued Neurly All Night, 


Tho rioting here was continued until 2 
a.m, at yarions points. The gendarmes 
charged flercely several times on the 
Boulevard Auspach and used ball cart- 
ridges on the Grande Place. One rioter 
was bayonctted and two reporters were 
seriously injured, Saucepans and other 
domestic implements were thrown from 
wiindows during the night at the troops. 

he Gazette says 100 persons bave been 
injured during the rioting and that of 
this number elght were seriously 
wounded, 

Ilremier Dubbed Murderer. 


Brussels, July 1.—When qniet in the 
Chamber was restored yesterday the 
Socialists drew moving pictures .of 


the victims of the repression lying 
wounded in the hospitals, and demanded 
to know who was responsible for such‘‘un- 
justifiable horrors.'’ ‘he Premier replied: 
‘It is I who caused the strength of the 
Government to be increased, on legal 
requisitions made before the repression 
commenced,’’ 

This statement drew forth & storm of 
Socialists cried ‘‘Murder- 
er.’ Subsequently several of the Deputies 
appealed to the Government to be con- 
ciliatory, whereupon the Premier express- 
ed the strongest desire for conciliation 
and said he was prepared to seek means 
leading thereto. The statement was 
greeted with applause, in the midst of 
which the session was ended. The Soocfal- 
ists lef6 the House together and M. Van 
Der Velde, after receiving the permission 
of the police, addressed the crowd out- 
side, informing them of the Ministerial 
statemen* and exhorting the people to 
calmness. The Socialist Deputies were 
warmly cheered by the crowd: It is be- 
Neved the Premier's declaration will ap- 
peaso the public. During the night 
bricks were hurled af the windows of the 
Premier's residence, the porter was hurt 
und blood was smeared on the pavement 
in frcat of the house, 


Uproar in the Italian Chamber. 


Rome, July 1.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday tha Socialists and ex- 
treme Leftists recommenced their obstrue- 
tive tactics and created an immense up- 
roar. The President of the House com- 
batted tho efforts of the obstructionists 
and finally the Deputies left their seats, 
crowded on the floor and there was such 
an uproar that the sitting was suspended. 
When it was resumed similar tactics 
were carried on by extreme Leftists who 
crowded the floor. The tumult was deaf- 
ening and eventually a free fight ensued 
and the sitting was again suspended,

THE ROLLING MILLS. 


Some Information Concerning Them 
Which Will be of Interest to the 
General Public. 


The promoters of the rolling mills indus- 
try are greatly pleased at the progress 
which is being made in the erection of the 
plant, ‘l’o the contractors, Mr. W. Alford 
and Ald, Hanley, isdue much credit for 
the manner in which they are prosecuting 
the work, The brick work of the nail and 
spike factory is completed, and the roof up- 
on this structure is also nearing comple- 
tion. When covered it will be tarred and 
gravelled. As in the rolling mills building, 
the timber and material used has been of 
the best quality, and when completed the 
buildings will be of an imposing nature, 
meeting all requirements of the company, 

The work of erecting the rolling mills 
building proper has of necessity Leen 
slower than the other building, from the 
fact that it is composed principally of very 
heavy timbers which cannot he placed in 
position so readily. It is, however, going 
up steadily, the greater portion of it being 
in position, and the north side of the long 
building has received its coat of matched 
lumber. The progress of the work is 
watched daily with interest by numbers of 
our citizens. - 

The extension of Wharf st, to the build- 
ings has been completed. On Friday last 
the steam road roller was at work there 
and put the road in an excellent condition. 

In conversation with Mr. Mitchell, in 
reforence to the railway siding, he inform. 
ed a representativo of Tae INTELLIGENCER 
that he anticipated this would eventually 
be satisfactorily arranged. ‘The G.T.R. 
officials, who are at present on an oflictal 
inspection of the road, at the western 
terminus, are expected to call here on 
their return and this matter will then be 
settled, 

On Sunday Mr, Mitchell left here for 
his home in Norwich, Conn., on business 
connected with the industry. There he 
will meet Mr, Peacock, the Company's 
engineer and superiatendent of the works, 
and arrangements will be made for the 
shipment to Belleville of some portion of 
the plant, which, it appears, cannot be 
purchased in this country. ‘This is expect- 
ed to arrive herein a few days, ‘hero 
will also be shipped from Montreal, in the 
near future, other portions of the plant, 
apd the work of placing it in position will 
be proceeded with. The members of the 
company sre exceedingly anxious to sce 
the buildings completed and oquipped as 
soon as poxsible, as they desire to get to 
work, This desire is also shared in by the 
citizens generally, as the starting up of this 
industry they believe is the beginning of 
an era of prosperity to the City.

Chicago, July 4.—Chicago officials of 
the International Deep Waterways Asso- 
clation are planning a trip to Canada in 
August to see the opening of the Sou- 
Janges Canal. Lyman E, Cooley, Amer!- 
can vice-president of the assoolation, anid 
yesterday that party would probably 
be organized, including as invited guests 
& dozen or more representative citizens 
interested in the deep waterways move- 
ment. Four of tho officers of the Deep 
Waterways Association are Chicago men, 
Capt. J. 5S. Dunham being treasurer, 
©.-A. Thorpe State president, and George 
O, Stone & member of the executive com- 
iuittec, he president of the assocjation 
ia O. A. Howland of Toronto, Canada. 


Lust Link in the Chain, 


The new canal is the last link in the 
chain of improvements that the Canadian 
Government hus been making along the 
St. Lawrence River for a number of 
years. As soon as it is oponed boats 
drawing 14 feet of water or less can puss 
freely from the ocean to the Great Lakes, 
and vice versa, This change, according to 
Mr, Cooley, who has studied the trans 
portation problems of the country fo} 
many years, will have a far-reaching 
offeot on commerce. He said yesterday: 

“T am confident that the new canai 
will reduce the rate to the seaboard 
frony one to two cents a bushel on grain. 
‘this will enlarge the area of territory 
commercially tributary to Chicago, and 
diminish the amount of grain now going 
south to Galveston, New Orleans and 
other gulf cities. Likewise it will have a 
tendency to bring to Chicage the grain 
that is now-going by the all-rail roufer 
to New York, On the export business 
of the country the effect will be a marked 
one. ‘ 

Rival New York in Commerce. 

“Tf this lessening of rates is perma- 
nent—and I see no reason why it should 
not be permanent—the building of eleva- 
tors and other terminal facilities at Mon- 
treal will be checkea, since there will be 
less need of transferring grain. Steamers 
can. run from Liverpool to Montreal 
much more profitably than to New York 
because the distance is much less, and 
the last coaling station is nearly 1,000, 
miles nearer Liverpool. Cargoes can thus 
be inoreased and the coal supply dimin- 
ished. A trans-Atlantic line of steamers 
with cargoes from Montreal outward 
would have the effect of inducing them 
to bring back freight at rates as low as 
or lower than the New York rate, and 
this might in time cause Montreal to gain 
something of New York's import trade. 
It seems to me that New York can only 
hope to retain its present commerce by 
securing the construction of the proposed 
deep waterway across the State to tHe 
Hudson. This waterway would make 
New York City the cheapest port of 
export for more than half the grain ex- 
ported, ana would assure to the city 
supremacy in the matter of imports, for 
where ships can regularly got full cargoes 
they will return os soon as possible and 
bring back whatever they can get at low 
rates,"’ 


NEW LIGHTWEIGHT CHAMPION, 


Frank Erne Outpointed Kid Lavigne iu 
20 Rounds at Buffalo, 


Buffalo, N.Y., July 4.—Another pugi-! 
listic champion has gone under, and 
aguin a younger man supplants an older 
one. Frank Erne of this city met George 
Lavigne of Saginaw, Mich., in the open 
arena of the Hawthorne Athletic Club at 
Cheektowaga, o suburb of this cit, last 
night, and after fighting 20 flery and 
clever rounds, wrested the lightweight 
championship of the world from tho 
western man: Over 7,000 persons watched 
the contest, which was brimful of excit- 
ing episodes and chuck full of bard and 
scientific hitting. Lavigne went down to 
defeat-and surrended the coveted title. in 
a most creditable manner. He was plucky 
and game to the core, and for the first 
half dozen rounds more than held his 
own against hisadversary. In the seventh 
yaund Layigne recelyed a terrible drub- 
bing, and was only saved from a knock- 
out by the timely interference of the gong. 
The Buffalonian simply batted the title 
out of his opponent, and while not escap- 
ing a good deal of punishment he ad- 
ministered a terrible drubbing to 
Lavigne. The Kid was game to the end,

Ronst on Rallway Stocks.

A GREAT TREE. 


Largest In the Country Outside of 
the California Monsters, 


Cook county has a tree almost within 
the limits of Chicago that is trying in a 
modest way to keep pace with the city 
in growth, It rears its majestic height 
in a field on the farm of Charles Kotz, 
2% miles west of Grosse Point. 

It is the biggest known tree in the 
United States, the great sequoias of Cal- 
ifornia alone being excepted. Thre» 
feet from the ground its girth is 41 feet; 
the diameter is 13 feet 6 inches. Thou 
height is 130 feet. 

Yet this marvel, which hundreds of 
years ago may have been worshiping 4 
savage race, has gone on year by year 
producing. its foliage and in the order of 
nature casting it off; ail unnoticed by 
Chicago. About its only admirer han 
been the owner, Charles Kotz. He 
guards it as jealously as he does his own 
children. 

Aside from the great height and 
girth of the trunk Is a remarkable hol 
low or room at its foot. This hollow iv 


26 feet in circumference, 844 feet_in di | 


ameter and 20 feet in height. A naturai 
doorway 9 feet high and 4 feet wide in 
at the broadest-part. A horse and its 
rider can easily pass through to the in 
terior. Three horses can easily be shel- 
tered inside the mammoth trunk. The hol- 
low.is big enough to permit a dining ta- 
ble to be spread in its bounds, and there 
is room enough to spare for chairs, about 
the table. 

The height to the first limb is 70 feet. 
A man of average size must take 24 
paces to complete the circuit of the big 
trunk. 

A competent authority on forestry has 
estimated that the tree, which, by the 
way, is of the cottonwood family, is no 
less than GOO years old. In the days of 
King John and Magna Charta this tree 
was flourishing. When Columbus dis- 
covered Ameriva, it was as large as its 
companions in the forest. It is known 
that eyen half a century ago it was as 
big and majestic as it is today,—Chicago 
Inter Ocean, 


Malaria and Mosquitoes, 

It is well known that malaria is gener- 
ated in swampy places. Such places are 
notoriously the haunts of mosquitoes. The 
spot of eyil omen may bea puddle under 
the bedroom window ora mile of swamp 
a mile away. When the germs, introduced 
through the probosols of the mosquito, 
have mado their way into the human 
blood, they find there all they require for 
their subsistence and a nursery fayorablé 
for reproduction. The various stages of 
their life history are found to be synchro- 
nous with the various stages of ague and 
fever on the part of the patient, and it is 
highly probable that the various types of 
malarial diseaso may yet be traced to dil- 
ferent species of parasite, each demanding 
its special yarlety of mosquito,—Nine- 
teenth Century.

KILLED BY THE CARS. 
Former Belleville Boy Crushed to Death 
at. Cobourg. 


Frederick Wilson, son of Mr. Jacob 
Wilson, manager of the India and Ceylon 
Yea Company, Front st., Toronto, met 
with an accident at Cobourg on Sunday 
night which resulted fatally. It appoars 
that the unfortunate, young man had been 
at the military camp at Niagara with No. 
1 Company of the 49th Battalion, from this 
City. He grrived here with the Batt. on 
Saturday evening and remained atout the 
City until Sunday noon, when, .n company 

/with a well-known young man_ residing 
here, he went to the G,.T.R. station and 
boarded a freight, intending to proceed to 
Wilson’s home. All went well with them 
until Cobourg was reached, when they 
changed cars, as the train they were upon 
was doing some shunting and another was 
about moving out, and on this they jump- 


ed. Wilson was riding on the sile of a car 
hanging upon the steps leading to the top. 
On the south side of the line, just wost of 
the station, is a water tank, andthe dark- 
ness prevented him from soeingit. He 
came 1n contact with this and was thrown 
violently to the ground, His companion, 
seeing the accident, jumped off and ran 
back to the scene. Wilson was lying upon 
the ground, bub was unconscious. Help 
was secured and the young ian conveyed 
to the station anda physician summoned. 
He never rallied, dying about an hour after 
the accident. His head came in contact 
with the tank, which caused death. De- 
ceased was 21 years of age and was well- 
known here, he, with his parents, having 
lived in this city the groater portion of his 
life. Mr. Wilson was notified of the oc- 
currence and yesterday took the body to 
Toronto for interment ; the funeral takes 
place to-morrow afternoon from the family 
residence, 67 Henry st.

Let me tell you another 
fact that you may not know; if you take 
any 10,000 men in Oanada, you will find 
that 160 of them are Americans. More 
Americans are now coming to Canada than 
Canadians to America. The Canadians ure 
going to your large cities, and the Ameri- 
cans are going to the great plains of the 
INOrvirry wet, - 

‘But we are all of che same stock and 
of this fact all of us are proud. Is there 
another stock in the world from which we 
would prefer to spring? Are there any 
laws that we would prefer to obey than 
the old Magna Charta and the habeas cor- 
pus act? Are there any other women we 
would rather loye than the women of the 
English-American stock ? 

‘*We have seen the American and Kng- 
lish flags united to-day, entwined in token 
of friendship. May they never be un- 
twined. 


‘‘Let us say another thing. There are 
many Osnadians in Rochester who have 
acquired the right of franchise and who 
can vote this fall. I hope they will all vote 
for Mayor Warner as the next Mayor of 
Rochester. I hope they will re-elect him 
Mayor and later put him in the national 
chamber. 


‘*Gentlemen, our hearts are simply over- 
flowing with gratitude. We hope the time 
will come when we can show you how much 
wo appreciate your courtesy. If you will 
return our visit, we will show you in our 
little city how grateful we feel.” 


Mayor Johnson’s remarks were received 
with the greatest enthusiasm, the Canadian 
visitors responding to his sentiments of

severe condemnation at the bands of the 
electorate of Ontario. (Tremendous ap- 
plause from the Conservative benches.) 

Mr. McMullen followed in eupport of

Antwerp, July 5.—At a meeting of the 
Provincial Council yesterday a councillor 
belonging to the Left proposed a resolu- 
tion in favor of the rejection of the elec- 
toral bill. A Rightist councillor objected 
that the resolution yas a censure of the 
Government. The remark was the signal 
fur an uproarious outburst in the public 
galleries, where there were shouts of 
“Down with the Government,’’ ‘‘Down 
With tbe thieves,’’ ‘‘Down with the 
priests,’ and ‘Tbe Marseillaise’’ was 
also sung. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT UPHELD. 


Answer to Beauregurd’s Interpeliation 
Concerning Women's Wages Bill. 


Paris, July 6.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies yeaterday M. Paul Beauregard, 
Republican, representing one of the dis- 
tricts of the Seine, submitted his promis- 
ed interpellation on the subject of the 
bill dealing with women’s wages and the 
hours of labor. He disputed the right of 
M. Millerand, Socialist Minister of Coin- 
merce, to deal with the matter by decree, 
as he proposed to do, until the next 
session. The speaker was loudly inter- 
rupted by members of the extreme Left. 

M. Millerand, in replying, disclaimed 
all intention on the part of the Govern- 
ment to curtail the rights of Parliament. 

Other deputies desired to debate the 
matter, but the Premier, M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, declined to consent to this, 
and the Chamber upheld him by 3838 to 
186 yotes. The Premier then read a de- 
cree proroguing Parliament for the long 
vacation, and amid applause from the 
Leftists and protests from the Right, the 
House was adjourned, 


HOLDING  ERIARS. BODY FOUND IN THE NIAGARA. 


The Filipinos Will Release Their Other 
Spanish Prisoners, However. 


Manila, July 5,—The negotiations be- 
tween the Spanish officers and Aguinaldo 
at Tarlac, concerning the Spanish prison- 
ers in the hands of the Filipinos, have 
resulted in a partial agreement. Accord- 
ing. to unofficial reports, the insurgents 
haye proniised to release the sick soldiers, 
who number several hundred, and the 
civil officlals; but they intend to keep 
the friars, expecting that the church will 
finally pay a heavy ransom. 

It is reported that the civilian prison- 
ers are being concentrated at Tarlac and 
Aparie, as well os some of their ports 
recently opened, from which they could 
be shipped to Manila. The Spaniards 
assert that the Filipinos are impressing 
all the military prisoners into engineer 
Ing, bospital and clerical work. 

To day the Bennington will take Prof. 
Schurman, president of the United 
States udvisory commission for the Phil- 
ippines, to Hongkong, from which point 
he will sail for Japan, to pay a short 
visit there before leaving for the United 
States,

Niagara Falls, N.Y., July 6.—The 
body of a well-dressed man, apparently 
about 85 years old, was found in the 
river above the Falls yesterday afternoon. 
In one of his pockets was found a card 
bearing the name ‘‘Isaac Warner, Swan- 
sea, Ont.’’ The coroner is investigating. 

Toronto, July 5.—The nune Isaiah 
Warner appears in the directory as belong- 
ing to Swansea. His occupation is given 
as manager of the ‘‘Swansea swinery.”’ 


Nelson Shaver Drowned Himself. 


Thorold, Ont., July 6.—The body of 
Nelson Shayer, well-known throughout 
this district, was taken out of the new 
canal, between lock 24 and the Niagara 
Central Railway swing bridge here, Mon- 
day night, with every evidence of suicide. 
The deceased had evidently left the house 
and gone to the barn, where he secured 
a dog chain and a weight of 10 or 12 
pounds, such as’is used to tie horses. He 
had attached these to his neck and 
jumped into the canal, He had only one 
arm, An inquest was held here yesterday 
afternoon by Coroner Dr. Lemon, and 
the jury brought in « verdict of tempor- 
ary insanity and suicide.

He pointed to the 
enormous freight business from the great 
west, and said it was not fair to make 
that business suffer by handing over the 
return west-bound freights to the Grand 
Trunk and its American connections.

The water to-day is running 
through the town of Brookshire, some- 
thing never known before. 
Sixty-Five Lives Lest. 

“The 65 lives reported lost here to-day 
were in a radius of 20 miles and north of 
Sealey. We are completely isolated ab 
Sealey, but this town is not in danger. 
Cannot estimate the situation beyond the 
limits I mention. The whole face of the 
country here is a sea. The channel of the 
Brazos River has shifted about three 
miles, and the water here is 15 miles 
wide. Logs, houses, lumber and railroad 
material, merchandise, live stock and 
other floating objects made it worth the 
life of rescuers to go to the relief of the 
endangered people, most of whom are 
negroes. ‘The railroads are destroyed for 
miles. An immense washout occurred on 
the Santa Fe, south of Sealey, this morn- 
ing. ‘This outs off our last strand of rail- 
road communication. The Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe, and the Southern Pacific are 
all completely stopped. The woather is 
cloudy here this afternoon, and more 
rain is feared.’’ 


GIRL DROWNED HERSELF. 


Miss Loulsa Underwood Finds Death in 
Steney Lake. 


Peterboro, July 6.—A sad caso of sul- 
olde by drowning ooourred at Stoney 
Lake on Tuesday night about 8 0 clook.

AFTERMATH OF THE 
ROCHESTER TRIP. 


Comments on Our Citizen 


Soldiery. 


Speaking of the great parade in that city 
on July 4 last the Rochester Horald says : 

Tho Canadian troops made a really splen- 
did record for thomselves. The 14th Bat- 
talion of the Princess of Wales Own Rifles 
of Kingston, tho 15th Battalion Argyll 
Light Infantry, of Belleville, and the 48th 
Highlanders of Toronto, elicited unbounded 
applause and enthusiasm at every point on 
their long and scorching line of march. 
Rochesterians were quick to show their ap- 
proval of the soldierly bearing of the men 
on parade, and besides that the visitors 
had made a host of friends during their 
two days’ stay in the city, and this gave 
additional interest to their appearance in 
the line. 
* Fifty mounted men, composing the Col. 
{ borne Royal Dragoons, led the Canadian 
line, ‘The men made ao fino showing in 
their red coats, white plumed helmets and 
dark green trousers. As they galloped by 
the spectators iu the stands, cheer after 
cheer went up for the visitors, showing the 
friendliness of a Rochester crowd for their 
Anglo-Saxon brothers across the lake. 

The gallant soldiors of the 14th Battal- 
ion, of Kingston, called the Princess of 
Wales’ Own Rifles, came next in order; a 
solid line of over 209 men. They wero 
attired in dark green uniforms with white 
plumed helmets ; the commanding officer 
aad staff mounted and the captains on fcot 
in charge of their companies. When the 
14th Battalion came along, the American 
band ceased playing and the Canadian tand 
took up the tune of ‘The British Grena- 
diers” until the battalion passed by the 
stands and retired. 

Next came the red coated 15th Battalion 
of Belleville, with mounted staff officers. 
In adyance was tho cycle squad of a dozen 
men, lead by Sergt. Dempsey ; a decided 
novelty in iwilitary manceuyerings, The 
Belleville soldiers looked more fully the 
traditional British soldiers than any of the 
other visitors by reason of their red coats, 
that have been made familiar in American 
song and story fora hundred years. But 
the crowd was generous enough to appre- 
ciate fully the handsome appearance of the 
visitors and cheered the red coats as lustily 
as though they came from Rochester in- 
s-9e1 of across the lake, 

The 15th Battalion, Argyll Light Infan- | 
try of Belleville, Ontario, left the city for 
their homes ia Canada shortly before 10 
o'clock last night, 

Their departure was the occasion of a 
big reception which was tendered them at 
the Livingston Hotel by the members of 
the local companies. Shortly before the 
time of departure the battalion was formed 
in marching order in front of the Herald 
oflice. They marched up Exchange st. to 
the corner of Court, where Charlotte cars 
were awaiting their arrival. 

As each car passed down Exchange and 
State Streets guns were fired, crackers ex- 
ploded and other demonstrations weremade. 
A large company of ‘local sailors and gol- 
diors stocd in front of the hotel. 

As the Canadian infantry passed, they 
cheered them loudly, the infantry boys re- 
turning the ovation with equal earnest- 
ness.. The 15th Battalion Band played 
American airs while passing through the 
streets.

Washington, July 2.—Rey, Dr. ‘Tal- 
mage preached this morning from tho 
text, Romans 1, 20, ‘*Full of envy, mur- 
dor, dobate, deceit, malignity- -whispor- 
ors.’’ Heo said: 

Paul was here calling the long roll of 
the world's villainy, and he puts in the 
midst of this roll those persons known in 
all citios and communitios and places as 
Whisperers. Thoy are so called becuse 
they gonerally apeak undervolce and in o 
confidential way, their hand to the sido 
of thelr mouth acting as o funnel to 
keep the precious information fyom 
wanderlIng into the wrong oar. noy 
speak softly not because they have lack 
of lung force or because thoy are over. 
porere with the spirit of gentleness, but 
ecause they want to escape the conse- 
quonces of defamation, If no one hears 
but the person whispered unto and the 
offender be arraigned, be can deny tho 
whole thing, for whisperers are slways 
first-class lars! ~ 

Some people whisper because they are 
hoarse from a cold or because they wish 
to convey some useful information with- 
out disturbing others, but tho creaturos 
photographed by the apostle in my toxt 
givo mufiled utterance from sinister and 
depraved motive, and sometimes you oan 
only hear the sibilant soung as tho letter 
“3” drops from the tongue into the listen- 
ing ear, the brief_hiss of the serpent as it 
projects ibs venom..- 

Whisperers are masculine and feminine, 
with a rendency, to majority on the side 
of those who are called ‘‘the lords of 
croation.’’ Whisperers are heard at every 
window of bank cashier and sre heard in 
all counting rooms as well as in sewing 
societies and at meetings of asylum direc- 
tors and managers. They are the worst 
foes of soolety, responsible for miseries 
innumerable; they are the scavengers of 
the world, driving their cart through 
every community, and to-day I hold up 
for your holy anatnema and execration 
these whisperers, 

From the frequency with which Paul 
speaks of them under differont titles I 
conclude that he must have suffored 
somewhat from them. His personal pres- 
ence was very defective, and that made 
him perhaps the target of their ridicule, 
and besides that he was a bachelor, per- 
sisting in his celibacy down into the 
sixties—indeed, all the way through— 
and, some haying fatled in their connu- 
bial designs upon bim, the little mission- 
ary was put under the raking fire of these 
whisperers. He was no doubt a rare 
morsel for their scandalization, ond hoe 
cannot keep his patience any longer, and 
he lays_hold of these miscreants of the 
tongue and gives them a yery hard set- 
ting down in my text among the 
scoundrelly and the murdorous. ‘“Jinvy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity—whis- 
perers.’’ 

The Jaw. of libel makes quick and stout 
grip of open slander. If I should ina 
plain way, calling you by name, charge 
you with fraud or thoff or murder or un- 
cleanness, to-morrow morning {I might 
have peremptory documents served on 
me, and I would have to pay in dollars 
and_cents for the damage I had done 
your character. But these creatures 


they escape the fine tooth comb of the 
law. ‘Chey go on, and they go on, esoap- 
ing the judges and the juries and the 
penitentiarles, The district attorney can- 
not find them, the sheriff cannot find 


Shut them off from one route of perfidy, 
and they start on another. You cannot 
by the force of moral sentiment persuade 
them to desist, You might as well read 
the Ten Commandments to a flock of 
crows, expeoting them to retreat under 
the force of moral sentiment. They aro 
to be found everywhere, these whisperers. 
I think their paradise is a country village 
of about 1,000 or 2,000 people where 
everybody knows everybody, but they 
also are to be found in large quantities 
in all our cities, 

They have a prying disposition. They 
look into the basement windows af the 
tables of their neighbors and can tell just 
what they have morning and night to 
eat. They can seo as far through a key- 
hole as other peoplo can see with a door 
wide open. They can hear conversation 
on the opposite side of the room. Indeed, 
the world to them is a whispering gal- 
lery. They always put the worst con- 
struction on everything. 

Some morning a wife descends into the 
street, hor eyes damp with tears, and 
that is a stimulus to the tattler and is 
onough to set up a business for three or 
four weeks. ‘I guess that husband and 
wife don't live happily together. I won- 
der if,he hasn’t been abusing her? It's 
ple ada He ought to be disciplined, 

{o ought to be brought up before the 
church. I’}l go right over to my neigh- 
bors, and I’}l let them know about this 
matter.'’ She rushes in all out of breath 
toa neighbor's house and says: ‘‘Oh, 
Mrs. Allear, have you heard the dreadful 
news? Why, our neighbor, poor thing, 
came down off the steps in a flood of 
tears, ‘Lhat brute of a husband has been 
abusing her, Well, 16's just as I expooted. 
I saw him the other afternoon yery smil- 
ing and very gracious to some one who 
amilos back, and I thought then I would 
just go up to him and tell him he had 
better go home And look after his wife 
and family, who probably at that very 
tine were upstairs crying thoir eyes out. 
Oh, Mrs. Allear, do have your husband 
go over and put an end to this trouble! 
It's simply outrageous that our nejgh- 
borhood should be disturbed in this way! 
It's awful!” ; 

The fact is that one man or woman sot 
on fire of this hellish spirit will keep a 
whole neighborhood a-boll. It does not 
require any yory great brain. The obief 
requisite is that the woman havo a 
amall family or no family at all, because 
if she havo o large family thon she would 
have to stay ab home and look after 
them. It is very important that she be 
single or bave no ohildron at all, and 
thon she can attend to all tho seocrots of 
the neighborhood all the time. A woman 
with a large family makes & very poor 
whisperer, 

It is astonishing how these whisporors 
gathor up everything. Thoy know every- 
thing that happens. ‘Thero are telophono 
and telegraph wires reaching from their 
ears to all the houses in the nelghbor- 


hood, They have no taste for healthy 
news, but for tho scraps and poclings 
thrown out of the soullery Into the back 
yard thoy have greatgavidity. On'tho day 
when there is a new scandal in the newa- 
papers they have no time to go «abroad.

Fitzpatrick, of this town, yes- 
terday received a letter from his brothor 
Fred, in the Yukon. The letter was posted 
on April 15. In the letter Dr. Fitapatrick 
says: “I tell you honestly that the Goy- 
ernment here is so rotten that I am asham- 
ed every day that I was born in Canada. It

Article 5—Tho functions of mediator 


cease from the moment it may be stated 


by one of the contending parties, or by 


the mediator himself, that the compro- 


mise or basis of an amicable understand. 
ing proposed by him has not been 


accepted. 


Article 6—Good offices and mediation 
have the exclusive character of counsel, 


and are deyoid of obligatory force. 


Articles 7 and 8 provide that certain 
conventions must be entered into in the 
eyent of good offices being offered during 
hostilities, in order to preyent mobiliza- 
tion or hostilities until the acceptance of 
good offices js decided on. 

Verificition of Facts. 


Articles.9 to 14 provide for the institu. 
tion of an international commission of 


jnquiry for the verification of facts in 


cases of minor disputes not affecting the 
vital interest or honor of states, but im- 
possible of settlement by ordinary diplo- 
macy. The report of an inquiry commis- 
sion will not force an arbitral judgment, 
leaving the contending parties full liberty 
toZeither conclude an amicable arrange- 


ment on the basis of the report or have 
recourse ulteriorly to mediation -or arbi- 
tration. 


Articles 14 to 19 set forth the general 


object of and benefits it is hoped to de- 
rive from the arbitration court, and 
declare signing of the conyention implies 
an undertaking to submit in good faith 
to arbitral judgment. 


As to a Permanent Court, 
Article 20—With the object of facilitat- 
ing an immediate recourse to arbitration 


for international differences not regulated 


by diplomatic means, the signatory 
powers undertake to organize {in the tol- 
lowing manner a permanent court of 
arbitration accessible at all times, and 
exercising its functions, unless othefwise 
stipulated, between the contending part- 
ies fn conformity with the rules of pro- 
cedure inserted in the present conyen- 
tion. 

Article 21—'This court is to haye com- 
petency in all arbitration cases, unless 
the contending parties come to an unier- 
standing for the establishment of special 
arbitration jurisdiction. 

Article 22—An international bureau 
established at, The Hague and placed 
under the direction of a permanent secre- 
tary-general will serve as the office of the 
court. It will be the intermediary for 
communications concerning meetings. 


Article 29—The expenses of the bureau 
are to bo borne by the signatery powers 
in the proportion fixed for the interna; 
tional bureau of the universal postal 
union. 

Three Additional Paragraphs. 

Three additional paragraphs regarding 
the permanent court were also adopted at 
the request of Prof. Zorn of the German 
delegation; Count Nigra, head of the 
Italian delegailon, and Sip Julian 
Pauncefote, béad of the British delega- 
tion, as follows: ‘‘Members of the per- 
manent court sball enjoy and exercise ali 
the functions of diplomatic privileges 
and immunities.

The Body Found... 


’ They found the Senator in a standing 
position, with his hands placed on a rock, 
his head about 18 inches under water, 
and about six feet from shore. They 
raised the body and took it to shore, and 
went fo Mr. Baker's, on Florence Island, 
for help. All the men on the island were 
away gathering moss for the Senator, 
Mr. Baker 6 once rowed to Mr. T, 
FRaton's. He immediately got out his 
yacht and came for Dr. Cotton, 

Dr. Arrived Too Late, 

Dr. Cotton, on arriving, found 16 was 
too late to render any assistance, and his 
employes bad already worked for some 
time trying to resuscitate bim. The 
Senator's body was supposed not to have 
been in tha wafer more than half an 
hour.

Criticism of Government's Peculiar 


Order to an Ottawa Firm, 


Ottawa, July 11. - In the House of Gom- 
mons shortly after midnight this morning 
Mr. Borden was asked to explain how it 
was that Bate & Co., of Ottawa, having 
taken a contract to deliver certain goods at 
Vancouver with tho froight paid, after- 
wards collected from the Government 
$2,000 for freight charges. 

Vinally, Mr. Borden was compelled to 
admit that he was in error in saying that 
the contract called for delivery of the 
goods at Vancouver, freight paid, As a 
matter of fact, about two-thirds of them, or 
400,000 pounds were so deliverod, when tho 
Government paid freight charges on 189,- 
124 pounds. ‘Chere were also 11,668 pounds 
of Government property packed into the 
cars. Bate and Co, paid the freight on 
the whole, and the Government recouped 
them $1,934. Mr. Borden contended that 
these goois, even with this charge added, 
were more cheaply purchased at Ottawa 
than would have beon possible at Vancou- 
ver. 

Mr. Taylor followed in a severe criticism 
of the gross mismanagement of this service 
by the Government. He showed that the 
prices paid t> Bate and Sons wero higher 
at Ottawa than the Government could have 
purchased the goods on the Pacific coast. 

Mr. Taylor was frequently interrupted, 
and an effort was made to break the force |. 
of his remarks by the statement thaf tho 
Bate firm was very respectable. 

A STARTLING STATEMENT. 

Mr. Taylor said the Bates, in 1893, at 
the time of the Ottawa Liberal convention, 
had on their banner, ‘Laurier expects 
every man todo his duty.” Moreover, 
Mr. H. N. Bate bought and furnished the 
house in which the Premier resides to-day.

Mr. Taylor said it was a matter of com- 
mor notoriety, and he made it on his re- 
sponsibility. It was for the Liberals to 
‘ascertain the facts and deny them if they 
were not correct. Moreover, the Goyern- 
ment had given to Bate & Co, the product 
of binder twine from Kingston penitentiary 
without ‘onder at 44 cents a pound, which 
they had sold to the farmer at from 10 to 
13 cents a pound, thereby making sufli- 
cient profit to purchase two or three 
houses.

Tt is not so bad to be taxed for the spread 
of the Empire and the glory of the ‘Old 
Fiag,” but to think that the iron heel of 
militarism is to be set on their necks, as it 
is in despotic states of Hurope, cannot fail 
to dampen the ardor of many and is a 
grave matter. ‘The Montreal Star thinks 
that if recruiting in the Colonies was tried 
it would have the effect of putting off the 
evilday. It says: 

We have long agitated in Canada for the 
restoration of the old regiment of Royal 
Canadians to us, believing that by exhibit- 
ing it to the west as well as to Halifax, it 
could be recruited here from young Cana- 
dians anxious to see alittle foreign service 
and to help defend the honor of the Em 
pire. This might not be much help but it 
would be some, especially if the other 
colonies were given a similar opportunity ;

the Industrial Committee that the Council 
favorably consider the following resolution, 
which was passed at a joint meeting of the 
Industrial Committeo and the Executive of 
the Board of Trade re the free or sand 
stone industry : 


At a joint meeting, held in the Council 
Ohamber ab Bolleville on June 80th, 181, 
of the Industrial Committee of the Council 
and the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trade, at whioi Mr. Stephon Jar- 
vis made a proposition to establish an 
industry for the manufacture of artificial 
stone inthe City and employ at least 40 
men throughout the year and erect build- 
ings and plaut to cost at leash $30,000 or 
$40,000, and give satisfactory guarantee 
and security to carry on the works at their 
full capacity forthe term of at least ten 
years, he to receive in consideration a 
bonus, free site and exemption from taxa- 
tion, it was resolved that the proposition 
be recommended for adoption to the City 
Council and be submitted at the earliest 
date practicable to the ratepayers. 


Ald. Panter said, from the sample of 
stone produced and as the prospectus was 
in an unfinished state, he could nob see 
his way clear to support the recommenda- 
tion. 

The Mayor said this was a growing time 
in this country and he desired to do all he 
could to induce industries to locate here. 
Mr, Jarvis had come to Belleyille in good 
faith, and had secured the co-operation of 
good men in the concern, The opportunity 
of securing another industry should go to 
the people. Ifthe City was to grow and 
prosper we must make some sacrifice in 
order to get industries. It would in his 
opinion be injudicious to throw the scheme 
overboard, 

Ald. Hanley coincided with the -Mayor. 
Mr. Jarvis offered to put up an industry 
here, to employ a number of men and we 
should encourage all industries contem- 
plating locating here. It would, in his 
opinion, be unwise to cast it aside. It was 
the duty of the Council to place the matter 
before the people. 

Ald. Doyle said he had spoken to several 
electors in reference to this matter and 
many objected toa Lonus. He (the speak- 
er) thought that if the city gave Mr. Jarvis 
a free site and free taxes it was suflicient. 

Ald. Bogart said if the motion carried it 
did not of necessity follow that it would 
go to tho people immediately. An agree- 
ment would have to be drawn yp between 
the Council and the promoter and our 
rights guarded. He would support the 
recommendation of the Committee. 

The Mayor said that Mr. Jarvis had 
stated emphatically that he would consider 
no other proposition than that which he 
submitted. We should encourage and not 
Had some people 
had their way the rolling mills which are 
being erected on the bay shore would not 
have come here.

Ald. Doyle proceeded to reply to the 
Mayor, stating that His Worship was refer- 
ring to him, He never opposed the 
establishment of the Abbott-Mitchell 
work latterly.

THE FAMOUS HUMORIST HAS A DOU 


BLE IN KANSAS, 
flin Name Is Clemens, Too, and the 
Iivitishers Onee Made Life Miser- 


able bor Illa by Inatiating That He 
Was the Real and Only Mark, 


Mark Twain has a double and the 
doublo doesn't like it a bit, As for Mark, 
no one knows that he cares—in fact, it is 
rather uncertain whether the great Mark 
knows of it The double has Mark's own 
name, Clomens, with the prefixed inttlals 
of G, OC Heo is a Kansas soclalist—a law- 
yor by trade—and as ho bears a striking 
resemblance to the real thing, he is often 
taken for it, In America and «abroad 
People say that they are cousins, and tho 


soclalist has to deny it every other day 
Hoe went to Europe yours ago, and people 
there dined and wined him, belloving that 
they had tho real old stuff with them. 
Tho more he tried to explain that it was 
all a mistake on their part, and the mad- 
dor that he got, the more tickled they 
word. 

"Oh, Mr, Twatn,” they said, ‘‘you are 
60 funny! Now we see through ft all, and 
you can't conceal your identity from us.” 

This is what Mr. Clemens of Kansas 
says when ‘‘Joshed’’ by his frionds upon 
his great relation: “IT understand that 
Mark Twain is aman of good natured 
ability, and, had ho turned his attention 
to somo proper pursuit, he doubtless 
would haye made his way in tho world, 
stood well in society and perhaps have 
been mayor of his city and perhaps goyer- 
nor of some western stato, But ho got the 
notion into his head that ha, could write 
and threw away his chances to win imn- 
mortality by appointing” pollcomen and 
notarles public. He took to writing books 
even after he must have known the whole 
world was laughing over his literary 
effusions. He chose his career without 
consulting me, and if ho is disappointed 
with the result let him look to it and not 
bo saddling himself upon me by claiming 
kinship. Iam inno condition to stand 
any foolishness. I have hard work to get 
oredit at my grocers’ now.’’ ‘ 

In tho year of the Russo-Turkish “war 
this Kansas Clemens went to Europe to 
try his luck asa war correspondent, It 
does not bear on this story, but it may be 
of interest to add that he never got a 
chance to show his prowess in the line of 
war correspondence, Possibly his reputa- 
tion was enhanced by this absence of op- 
portunity. Anyway, Fourth of July of 
that year found G. C. Clemens on ship- 
board crossing the Atlantic. Already he 
had been taken to be the only Mark, in 
spite of all his statements to the contrary. 
He made a little speech at the Independ- 
ence day celebration, but the main address 
of the day was made by some unknown 
who bore the title of colonel. Clemens 
haying been chosen press agent, upon his 
arrival in Glasgow, he took the colonel’s 
speech to the office of a newspaper to haye 
it printed, with a report of the proceed- 
ings. Hesenf his card to the editor, and 
on lesving said to the editor: ‘If you

The celebration of the 209th anniversary 
of the Battle of the Boyne at the village of 
Foxboro yasterday was a grand success.

THE IGNORANT BOER 


Thinks England is Afraid to Begin 
War--'* Where Would She Get 
Ships, and Provyisions,’’ 

London, July 12.—The dense ignorance 
of the South African Boor is aptly illus- 
trated by reports of a meeting held at 
Burghersdorp, in Cape Colony, recently. 
About 150 Dutch-speaking persons were 
present, and the speeches for the most 
part were of a full-flayored anti-Noglish 
type, 

Rev. Louis Petrus Vorster, Reformed 
pastor of Burghersdorp, said he was weary 
of England's threats of war against tho 
Transvaal. Hedid not believe Hngland 
dared to make war, for she has not men 
enough to conquer the Transvaal. It 
might be a bloody war, it might last for 
years, but the Transvaal and Free State 
could raiso 80,000 men, and to conquer 
these England would need a force of 
150,000. 

‘*Whore would she get ships onough to 
convey such an army ; where horses and 
provisions? Oertainly notin the colony, 
for even if they remained neutral here, 
they would not sell their horses and forage 
to England, and so help in the war ayainst 
their brothers. 

“England's threat was only a threat, the 
talk of a man wich an unloaded gun. One 
hundred Transvaulers would shoot one 
thousand Englishmen dead. (Loud _ap- 
plause.) All their Maxims would not take

‘The porter took hold of him 
and assisted him to his berth. Mr. “Ives 
tried to say something, but could not 
articulate. He was made as comfortable 
as possible, lying unconscious in his 
berth, and as there was not a doctor on 
the train, a telegram was sent to Matta- 
wa asking that a pbysician meet the 
train there. By some acoldent the tele- 

gran) Was not sofficiently intelligible, 
and the doctor who did meet the train 
was not prepared to go on to Ottawa. A 
telegram was then sent to Dr. w. W. 
Dickson of Pembroke, who met the train 
at that place. Mr. William White, brother 
of ex-Speaker Peter White, also boarded 
the train at Pembroke, 
His Condition Serious. 

Dr. Dickson at once pronounced the 
case an extremely serious one of paralysis 
of the brain. Every possible care was 
taken of Mr. Ives, and on arriving at Ot- 
tawa Mr. Ives was at once conveyed to 
St. Luke's Hospital, still insensible. 

In a yery short time the news spread 
about’ the House of Commons, and Sir 
Oharles Tupper and Dr. T. G, Roddick, 
M.P., at once went with Mr. Pope to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, where a consultation 
was held with Dr. Dickson, who aocom- 
panied Mr. Ives from Pembroke, and 
Dr. R. W. Powell of Ottawa. Dr. Rod- 
dick said that the case was an extremely 
grave one, and that although the patient 
was resting quietly, still unconscious, 
and was apparently slightly improving, 
bis chances of recoyery were not very 
great, although he may get over this 
attack. Sir Charles Tupper took a rather 
more hopeful view of the case. 

Mr. Ives was trayelling alone, Mrs, 
Ives being dt her home in Sherbrooke. 
The sad intelligence was conyeyed to her 
by her brother, Mr. Rufus Pope, and she 
i. expected to come on to Ottawa imme- 
diately.

News of the gravest imports from 
Guatemala was. brought to this city by 
the passengers on the Snyder steamship 
Breakwater, which touched at four or 
five of the leading Central American 
ports before putting in here late Monday 
night. The reports seem to be authentic 
in the main. 

“Just before sailing on-the steamer for 
New Orleans,’’ said one of the passen- 
gers, ‘‘t was informed by persons in the 
best of positions, that probably before I 
could get back, both England and Ger- 
many would make a naval demonstration 
at the two leading ports of the Republio 
of Guatemala. I investigated the Jnforma- 
tion before sailing, and everything scems 
to point to its genuineness. A large 
amount of Government debt in the form 
of bonds issued by the Government of 
Guatemala is held by English and Ger- 
man interests. These bonds haye been 
practically repudiated, at least the bonds 
have sunk to nothing, and the German 
and English holders haye protested yigor- 
ously to their Governments. 

“Four warships are said to baye been 
ordered to Gautemalan waters, two Ger- 
man and two English. One of each flag 
will proceed to Puerto Barrios, and one 
of each will be sent to San Jose de Gua- 
temala, which is on the Paciflo side of the 
republio,

Was open, and the floor and eyerything 
pointed to the theory that in taking the 
weapon from the closet one of the ham- 
mers had caught on some clothing and ao- 
cidentally exploded the charge. 

“Of course, it was important to know 
whether it could haye been a case of sul- 
cide, forsuch an act yoided the policies, 
bat there was nothing whatever to point 
toan intention of that kind. I madea 
careful examination and had about de- 
termined to recommend immediate pay- 
ment when I happened to notice a curious 
circumstance, The rear trigger of the 
shotgun was black and gummy with oll, 
which had oyidently exuded from the 
lock while the weapon was in the closet, 
but the front trigger was perfectly clean 
and bright. 

‘Like a flash, a strange thought entered 
my mind, aud, stooping down, I looked 
at the underside of the doad man’s right 
foot. There was a small but perfectly Ki - 
tinct streak of black oll on the ball of the 
great toe. That infinitesimal smear cost 
the heirs exactly $12,000 and made the 
tragedy as plain as daylight. 

“As it afterward proved, the man was 
on the yerge of ruin and evidently planned 
to kill himself in such a way that his 
family would receive his insurance, He 
arranged everything to give color to the 
theory of accident and at tho last moment 
cocked the gun, put the muzzle under his 
chin and pressed the trigger with his toe. 
If he had taken tho precaution to wipe off 
the oil, the truth would noyer have been 
known, and, as it was, the facts were kept 
from the public. But no claim was ever 
made on the insurance company.''—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

STILL THE GAME 1S DELAY. 


The Exciting Cause Was the Proseoution 
of Martino J. CahilliHe Squeala About 


Expense All Mocnuse the Private 


Prosecutor Thought It Necessary te 


Lay Other Charges—Voerbutinn Keport 


of Ilia Speech, 


St. Thomas, July 18.—It scoms the 
Government ofiiclals are determined to 
baulk the prosecution of the perpetrators 
of the Weat Elgin ballot stuffing rasenli- 
ties. Martin J. Cahill, allas A. E. Mont- 
gomery, appeared T'ucsday for trial be- 
fore Police Magistrate Davidson, and the 
Crown Attorney asked for an adjourn 
ment on the ground that the poll book 
and other documents in possession of the 
olerk of the House had not been produc 
ed, and that some of the witnesses had 
nos} been served, Tho Crown Attorney 
only placed the summonses in the bands 
of the constable for seryioa between 4 and 
5 o'olock Saturday night for the follow- 
ing Tuosday, and it was then absolutely 
Impossible to get the witnesses he said 
he required, although the constable made 
overy effort. 

A Precaution Taken, 

As a matter of preonution the private 
prosecutor Jaid threo additional charges 
when he found that Cahill was in attend- 
ance and might be let go on his own 
recognizance. This exoited the wrath of 
the Crown Attorney and in open court 
he indulged in unseemly violent abutke 
of the informant, who had dared thus to 


eall the ‘‘machine'’ to account for its 
misdeeds. 
Mr, Donahud Was Wroth, - 


The following is a yerbatim report of 
Mr. Donahue's language: 

Mr. Donahue—Is Mr, Nivholls here? 
Ca)l him, please. There is this unfortun- 
ate feature, your worship, about this 
case that all the informations haye been 
laid without a moment's consultation 
with the Crown’s officers, so far us I 
know, and therefore, it is impossible for 
me to apeak as to the propriety or im- 
propriety of having them lJaid. No man 
would ever request that I should be in- 
strumental in the laying of these or any 
other information, r P 

Mr. Davidson—Were you not consulted 
about these informations laid to-day? 

Mr. Donahue—I have never been con- 
sulted in this matter. 

Mr. Dayidson—I mean these sworn to 
this morning. 

Mr. Donahue—No, I have received no 
instructions from anybody prior to the 
Jeying of the information, Mr. Nicholls 
knows that I am accessible, knows that 
the Crown officers of this county are 
accessible to him at any time, and if he 
wishes to lay a charge or wishes the as- 
sistance of the Crown, it 1s no more than 
common courtesy, not to sny common 
decenoy, that he should consult with me 
before laying these informations, I regard 
it as a dishonest way of treating the 
officere of the Crown, and I wish it 
understood so. I am open to give such 
assistance as I can to the conduct of every 
honest prosecution in this county, but I 
don't wish to be the instrument of men 
who haye no character nor respectability, 
and, therefore, with reference to the 
three informations laid this-morning, L 
am in a position to say that Ido not 
know when Mr. Nicholls, or those behind 
him, will be ready to prosecute these 
charges, and it is just as well to throw 
off any delicacy of feelings with reference 
to men of that character, and to say that 
the fact of the matter is that, while there 
are five informations laid against this 
man, in this court, and two charges be- 
fore the Election Court, that practically 
one charge covers all this man’s offence, 
if he be guilty of any, and that that 
charge is that he came here on election 
day and acted in the name of Mont- 
gomery, and if Mr. Nicholls afd those 
advising him seek to multiply informa- 
tions. and to multiply the costs on the 
county, I wish if to be understood that I 
am no party to the multiplication of 
these charges and costs, and every man 
knows that it is a dishonest thing for to 
proceed to lay seyen informations prac- 
tically against this man for the commis- 
sion of an offence. which, if it be an 
offence at all, is amply covered, is prac- 
tically covered by what was before the 
trial judges, when able counsel were re- 
presenting the respective political parties 
on the occasion on which the election 
was voided. I feel it my duty to make 
these. remarks, because I feel that there 
are certain classes of men in this com- 
munity who are endeavoring to entrap 
Crown officers, and no matter what is 
the conduct, or how efficiently a Crown 
officer discharges his duty, he is open to 
the captious, unreasonable objections of 
some men who hayen’t the public justice 
but their party or partisan interests to 
Serve, 

The Charges Against Cahill. 

As has already been stated, Cahill is 
charged with the commission of several 
distinct and separate offences, the case of 
course being exceptional and extraordin- 
ary in that there are probably few in- 
stances on record where there was such a 
series of offences in so short a space of time 
as were committed by the West Elgin 
fakir deputies. 

Trial was fixed for July 26, Cahill's 
bail being reduced to himsolf in $500 
and two sureties in $250 each. 

The private prosecutor has already 
given the Crown Attorney the list of 
witnosses and instructed him as to the 
evidence to be got from each.

CANADA AS A GRABBER, 


Uncle Sam, Huwever, Was Watching and 
Prevented Marm Relng Done. 


New York, July 18.—A Washington 
‘despatch to an evening paper says: 

A shrewd Canadian scheme, relating 
to the Alaskan boundary dispute, has 
been exposed at the State Department. 
‘The department has received from Lon- 
don the precise variation which Kngland 
desired to have made in Secretary Hay’s 
provisional boundary line. 

The State Department veritles the story 
that Canada insisted on the inclusion of 
the Porcupine district in Canadian terri- 
tory. It also reveals these two things: 

¥irst—That Canada attempted to grab, 
by an apparently innocent request, one 
of the finest gold-bearing districts of the 
United States, : 

Second—That the proposed variation 
would give anada the control of the 
upper part of a river which flows virtu- 
ally into tha Lynn Canal. 

The State Department looked over the 
British proposition carefully, with the 
assistance of coast and geodetic survey 
experts, and rejected the whole proposi- 
tion. Henee the deadlock, which is 
understood bere to mean the indefinite 
postponement or practical breaking off of 
negotiations between Kngland the United 
States on the provisional boundary line. 


DECLINE IN CANADIAN SHIPPING, 


The Cause Is That Lost Vessels Are Not 
Replaced by New Ones. 


Ottawa, July 18.—Tbe Dominion ship- 
ping Hat, issued by the Marine Depart- 
ment, was distributed last evening, and 
shows that although last year there wero 
a few more vessels built than in the pre- 
ceding year, the trentl of Canadian ship; 
building is downward, and the number 
of vessels of all kinds on the registry list 
is steadiiy decreasing, as vessels are lost 
and not replaced by new ones. Last year 
278 vessels, .of 24,522 tons, were built 
and registered, os compared with 281 
vessels, of 17,094 tons, in 1897, and 826 
vessels, of 21,248 tons, in 1894. The 
registry shows that in 1879 there were 
7,471 vessels, steam and sail, of 1,882,094 
tous; in J889 there were 7,153 vessels of 
all kinds, with tonnage of 1,046,481, and 
in 1898 there wero 6,643 vessels, of 6938,- 
782 tons. ‘he value of the vessels built 
last year is estimated at $1,103,490, and 
the total value of Canada's merchant 
marine is placed at $20,803,460,

of sensible men. Of course some’ people, 
Grit newspaper proprietors, for instance, 
suffer from enlargement of the heart and let 
sentiment enter into their business relations 
80 that they are yery generous withtheir om- 
ployees.

Further Particulars of the| 
Alleged Poisoning Case. 


It is Alleged that the Post Mortem 
Showed Symptoms of Death by 
Strychnine--Some About | 
the McCoy Family. 


Facts 


In reference to the suspicions concerning 
the death of May McOoy, particulars ot 
which appeared in last ovoning's issue, we 


have been enabled to secure some further 
information. Tho family live in the sixth 
concessiowof Marmorna, about seven miles 
from Marmora village. The father, James 
McCoy, was born and has always resided 
in that vicinity. The family are poor, but 
are industrious and honest. The unfortu- 
nate girl in question was taken ill on 
Thursday, the 6th inst., and Dr. Jones, of 
Marmora, was summoned. She died 
shortly after being taken ill. Dr. Jones 
thought that her death was peculiar, 
and notified» Dr, Sutton, of Madoc, 
who was the coroner of the dis- 
trict, of the case, The latter 
physician went to McCoy's place and from 
members of the family obtained statements 
which he considered rendered an inquest 
unnecessary. ‘I'he remains were then pre- 
pared for burial and duly interred. No 
sooner had this occurred than rumors wero 
set afloat that the~ girl had been poisoned 


by strychnine ond reflections of a com~ 


promising nature were made against Mrs, 
McCoy, who isa stepmother of the deceas- 
ed, she having married Mr, McCoy about 
two years ago. A brother of the deceased, 
hearing of this, and belicying his step- 
mother was entirely innocent of any wrong 
doing, caused an investigation to be held. 
This was commenced on Wednesday, when 
the body was exhumed, and we are in- 
formed that the post mortem revealed the 
fact that the deceased had died from 
strychnine poisoning. The inquest hay 
been adjourned for a few days to secure 
additional witnesses. ‘The general opinion 
is that the girl committed suicide, but 
why she should take her life is not known. 
There is considerable excitement in the 
neighborhocd over che affair, and the deye!- 
opments aro being watched with great 
interest,

; RAISED BY HAND 


An Inyention of the Director of the 
_ State Agricultural Station 
at Geneva, 


Geneva, N.Y., July 13.—Dr. Whitman 
H. Jordan, director of the State Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station in this 
city, has invented a contrivance by means 
of which young pigs can dispense 
with the services of a mother immedi- 
ately after birth. A registered Duroc sow 
gave birth to a litter of pigs at the station 
Jast Friday. The mother was taken 
violently ill and was unable to suckle 
her offspring after the firat day. A 
small tank was made which had a suf- 
ficient number of outlets at the bot- 
tom and six inches above the floor to 
allot one to each pig. A’ small tube 
of galvanized iron, covered with cork, 
was inserted in each of the outlets. 
An ordinary nurse-bottle rubber nipple 
was attached to the outer end of each tube. 
One pig ata time was introduced to the 
improvised nurse, to which they all quickly 
became attached. When the well-filled 
nurse is placed in the pen the pigs greet it 
with squeals of delight, and appear to 
haye the same affection for it they would 
have fcr an animated mother. Dr. Jordan 
Says that, as far ashe knows, this is the 
first attempt to caise a whole litter of pigs 
by hand. 3

ALLIANCE OF CAPITAL. 


British and American Interests Pooled 
to Do Great Work in China—Au 
Unprecedented Demand, 


New York, July 16.—The Tribune to- 
day will publish the following: A busi- 
ness alliance between the American 
China Development Company and the 
British and Chinese corporation has been 
effected. This makes a combination of 
the most powerful capitalists in the 
world, the field of their qoetivities being 
China. The concessions from the Chinese 
Government to the American China 
Development Company consist of the 
right to construct ao railroad 750 miles 
long from Canton to Hankow, exceeding- 
ly valnable coal mining concessions and 
other industrial franchises of less indivi- 
dual but great aggregate value. The 
British company had a contract to build 
an 80-mile railroad from Canton to 
Kowloon on the sea coast. he tyo re- 
solved to pool their undertakings and 
their profits. ? 

Mr. Whiteridge, chairman of the Am- 
erioan end of the combination, asserts 
that Lord Salisbury has already instruct- 
ed the British ambassador in China to 
treat the contract secured by the Ameri- 
can company and shared with the Eng- 
lish company as if it were a British 
contract, and urge the Chinese Govern- 
ment to fulfill its terms. The American 
company sent Mr. Parsons to Washing- 
ton yesterday to make a formal request 
that the Government of the United 
States tuke a similar stand.

The Premier, Mr. W. P. Schriener, 
teu. {May Be Impeached. 


His Anti-British Attitude Will Furnish 
‘the Reason—Afrikander Party Work- 
ing a Pro-Boer Agitation—Free Fight 
at a Loyalist Meeting—War Supplies 
for Kimberley—Volksrand Has Adopt- 
ed Preamble of Franchise Law. 


Cape Town, July 14.—The Cape 
Parliament will open to-day, and excit- 
ing scenes are anticipated, owing to the 
attitude of the Premier, W. P. Schreiner, 
on the Transvaal questfon. <A large 
number of Opposition members favor bis 
impeachment, ; 

Loyalist Meeting Frustrated. 

In the meantime the Afrikander party 
is working up a pro-Boer agitation, and 
doing its utmost in this direction. An 
attempt to bold a loyalist meeting at 
Worcester yesterday afternoon was frus- 
trated by the Afrikanders, who precipi- 
tated disgraceful scenes, forcibly dragging 
the loyalists from the platform and 
expelling them from the hall amid jeers 
and insults, It is reported that several 
Dntch members of the Legislature par- 
ticipated. 

The publication of the text of the 
Transvaal franchise law, now being de- 
bated at Pretoria, has accentuated the 
bitterness between the two elements. 

Supplies for Kimberley. 

The military authorities here are pur- 
chasing horses, mules and wagons, and 
preparing to forward supplies to Kim- 
berley. 

The Volksraad at Work, 

Pretoria, July 14.—The Volksraad yes- 
terday adopted the preamble of the 
franchise law, which. declares that the 
necessity exists for the immediate adop- 
tion of the law, thus avoiding the three 
months’ previous publication required by 
the constitution. The discussion of the 
articles of the law is now in progress. 


DEATH TO ARBITRATION 
——— 
If All the Claims Advanced by Venezuela 
Are Allowed. 


Paris. July 14.—Sir Richard Webster, 
Attorney-General of Great Britain, con- 
cluded yesterday before the Venezuelan 
arbitration commission his presentation 
of the British case. During the course of 
his remarks he sald if would be a 
death-blow to arbitration if the courts 
sanctioned such claims as advanced by 
Venezuela. It would, he added, in fact, 
imply that an unsupported olaim 
amounted to a title, The sessions of the 


commission were then adjourned until 
Wodnoesdav next.

Alexandria, Egypt., July 14.—The 
yacht Mahraussa, with the Khedive and 
the Khediviah om board, has proceeded to 
Clazomene, Jn order to perform 12 days’

Well-t -Do to Give Up the FPlensures 
of Home for a Fast Motel Life-A 
Vivid Coutrast. 

Washington, Jaly 0—Rov, Dr Tal 
mago took for his text this morning 
Luke x, 34, 86: ‘tAnd brought bim to 
an inn and took care of bim, And on 


the morrow when he departed he took 
out tio pence and gave them to the host 
and said unto him, Take him, 
and whatsoever thou spendest more when 
Icome again I will repay thee’? He 
said: 

This is the good Samaritan paying the 
hotel bill of n man who had been robbed 
and almost killed by bandits, The jrood 
Samaritan had found the unfortunate on 
a lonely, rocky road, where to this very 
day depredations are sometimes commit 
tod upon travelers, and had put the In- 
jured man into the saddle, while this 
meroiful and well-to-do man had walked 
till they got to the hotel, and the wound- 
ed man was put to bed And cared for 
It must haye been a very superior hotel 
in its accommodations, for, though in 
the country, the landlord was paid at the 
rate of what in our country would be $4 
or $5 a day, a penny being then a day's 
Wages, and the two pennies paid in this 
case about two days’ wages. Moreover, St 
was one of those kind-hearted landlords 
who are wrapped up in tho happiness of 
their guests, because the good Samari- 
tan leaves the poor wounded fellow to 
hia entire care, promising that when he 
came that way again he would pay all 
the bills until the invalid got well. 

Hotels and boarding houses sare neces- 
sities, In very ancient times they were 
unknown, because’ the worid had com- 
paratively few inhabitants, and those 
Were not muob given to travel, and priy- 
ate hospitality met all the wants of so- 
jeurners, as when Abraham rushed out 
at Mamre to invite the three men to sit 
down to # dinner of veal; os when the 
people were positively commanded to be 
given to hospitality; as in many of the 
places in the east these anolent customs 
are practiced to-day, But we have now 
hotels presided over by good landlords, 


onure of 


‘and ‘boarding houses presided over by 


excellent host or hostess in all neighbor- 
hoods, yillages and cities, and it is our 
congratulation that those of our land sur- 
pass all other lands. They rightly be- 
come the permanent residence of many 


people, such as those who are without. 


families, such as those whose business 
keeps them migratory, such as those who 
ought not for various reasons of health 
or peculiarity of circumstances, to take 
npon themselves the cares of housekeep- 
ing. 

Many a man falling sick in one of 
these boarding houses or hotels has been 
kindly watched and nursed; and by the 
memory of her own sufferings and losses 
the lady at the head of such a house has 
done al] that a mother could do fora sick 
child, and the slumberless eye of God sees 
and appreciates her sacrifices in bebalf 
of the stranger. Among the most marvel- 
ous cases of patience and Christian fidel- 
ity are many of those who keep board- 
ing houses, enduring without resentment 
the unreasonable demands of their guests 
for expensive food and attentions for 
which they are not willing to pay on 
equivalent—a lot of cranky men and 
Women who are not worthy to tle the 
shoe of their queenly caterer. The out- 
rageous way in which~ boarders some- 
times act to their landlords and land- 
ladies shows that these critical guests 
bad bad early rearing and that in the 


making up of their natures all that con-_ 


stitutes the gentleman and lady was left 
out. Some of the most princely men and 
some-of the most elegant women tbat I 
know of to-day keep hotels and boarding 
houses, 

But one of the great evils of this day 
is found ip the fact that a large popula- 
tion of our towns and cities are giviog 
up anc haye given up their homes and 
taken apartments, that they may have 
more freedom from domestic duties and 
more time for social life and because they 
like the whirl of publicity better than 
the quiet and privacy of a residence they 
The. lawful use of 
these hotels and boarding houses is for 
most people while they are in transitu, 
but as a terminus they are in many 


cases demoralization, utter and complete. 


That is the point at which families In- 
numerable haye begun to disintegrate. 
There never has been a time when so 
many families, healthy and abundantly 
able to support and direct homes of their 
own, have struck tent and taken per- 
manent abode in these public establish- 
ments. It isan evil wide as Christendom, 
and by yoice and through the newspaper 
press I utter warning and burning pro- 
test and ask Almighty God to bless the 
word, whether in the hearing or reading. 

In these public carayansaries the demon 
of gossip is apt to got full sway, All the 
boarders run daily the gauntlet of general 
inspection—how they look when they 
come down in the morning and when 
they got in at night, and what they do 
for a living, and who they receive as 
guests In thelr rooms, and what they 
Wear and what they do not wear, and 
how they eat, and what they vat, and 
how much they eat, and how little they 
eat. If o man proposes in such a place 
to be isolated and reticent and Norte; 
they begin to guess about him: Who 1s 
he? Where did he come from? How long 
js he going to stay? Has he paid bis 
board? How much does he pay? Perhaps 
he has committed some crime and docs 
not want to be known. ‘There must be 
something wrong about him, or he would 
speak. The whole house -goes into the 
detective business. They must find out 
about him. They must find out about 
him right away. Jf he leaves his door 
unlocked by accident, he will flys that 
hia rooms have been inspected, his trunk 
expiored, his letters folded differently 
from the way they were folded when he 
put them away. Who is he? is the ques- 
tion asked with intenser interest until 
the subject has become a monomania. 
The simple fact is that he is nobody in 
particular, but minds his own business. 

The best landlords and laudladies can- 
not sometimes hinder their places from 
becoming @ pandemoniuin of whisperers, 
and reputations are torn to tatters, and 
evil suspicions are aroused, and scandals 
started, and the parliament of the family 
is blown to atoms by some Guy Fawkes 
who was not caught in thine, as was his 
Knglish prnencoesoR of gunpowder repa- 
tation. The reason is that while in priv- 


ate homes famliles haye so much to keep 
them busy in these promisonous and 
multitudinous rosidences there aro #0 
many who have nothing to do, and that 
niways wakes mischief, They gather in 
each other's rooms ond spend hotira in 
consultation about others. If they bad to 
walk a half mile bofore they got to the 
willing ear of some listoner to detraction, 
thoy would be out of breath before reach- 
ing there and not feel in full glow ot anl- 
mosity or slander, or might, because of

And 
while you are pulling the chickweed ont 
of their garden, yours will get all over- 
grown with horse sorrel and mullen- 
stalks. 


One of the worst damages that come ~ 


from the herding of so many people into 
boarding houses and family hotels is in- 
flicted upon children. It is only another 
way of bringing them up on the com- 
mons. While you have your own private 
house you can, for the most part, control 
their companionship and their where- 
abouts, but by 12 years of age in these 
public resorts they -will have picked up 
all the bad things that can be furnished 
by the prurienf minds of dozens of 
people. They will overhear blasphemies 
and see quarrels and get precocious in 
sin, ani what the bartender does not tell 
them the porter or hostler or bell boy 
will 

Besides that, the children will go out 


into this world without the restraining, | 


anchoring, steadying and all controlling 
memory of a home. From that none of 
us who haye been blessed of such memory 
bave escaped. It grips a man for 80 
years, if he lives so long. If pulls him 
back from doors into which he otherwise 
would enter. It smites him with contri- 
tion in the very midst of bis dissipations. 
As the fish already surrounded by the 
long wide net swim out to sea, thinking 
they can go as far as thoy please, and 
with gay toss of silvery scale they defy 
the sportsman on the beach, and after 
awhile the fishermen begin to draw in 
the net hand over hand and hand over 
hand, and it isa long while before the 
ceptared fins bogin to feel the net, and 
then they dart thia way and that, hoping 
to get ont, but find themselves approach- 
ing the shore and are brought up to the 
very feet of the captors, so the memory 
of an early home sometimes scams to 
relax and let men out farther and farther 
from God and farther and farther from 
shore—5 years, 10 years, 20 yeafs, 30 
years—but some day they find an irre- 
sistiLle: mesh drawing them back, and 
they are compelled to retreat from their 
prodigulity and wandering, and, though 
they make desperate effort to escape the 
impression and try to dive deeper down 
jn sin, after awhile are brovght clear 
back and held upon the Rock of Ages.

Jet your sons and daughters go out Into 
the world under. the semiomntipotent 
memory of a good, pure home. About 
your two or three rooms in # boarding 
house or a family hotel you cun cast no 
such wlorlous sanctity. They will think 
of. these curavansaries as an carly stop- 
ping place, malodorous with old victuals, 
co'Yeos perpetually steaming and meats in 
oyorlasting stew or broil, the aly sur- 
charged with carbonic acid and corridors 
along which. drunken boarders come 
staggering at 1 o'clock in the morning, 
rapping abt the door till the affrighted 
wifo lets tham in. Do not be guilty of 
the sacrilege or blasphemy of calling 
such a place a home. 

A home is four walls inclosing one 
family with identity of interest and a 
privacy from outside inspection so com- 
ploto that it is a world in itself, no one 
entering excepb by permisslon—bolted 
and barred and chained against all out- 
alde inquisitivencss, ‘he phraso so often 
used fn law books and legal circles is 
wightily suggestive—every mans’ house 
ix bis castle. Av much so as though it had 
drawbridge, portoullis, redoubt, bastion 
and armed turret. von the officer of the 
law may not enter to serve a Writ except 
the door be voluntarily opendd unto him, 
Burglary or the invasion of it a orlme so 
offenaiye that the law clashes ita iron 
jaws oo anyone who attempts 16. Unless 
it bo necessary te stay for longer or 
shorter time in family hotel or» boarding 
honse—and there are thousands of in- 
atances in whlioh it is necessary, os L 
showod you at the beginning—unloesa 
this excoptional case, let noleher wife nor 
husband consent to such permanent rosl- 
dence,

have to divide her husband's time with 
public sinoking or reading room or with 
some coquottish spider in search of un- 
wary flies, and if you do not entirely lose 
your husband it will be because ho is 
divinely protected from the disasters that

And yet they ure the case 
in which the pearl of domestic happiness 
is 806. You can never become ns attached 
to the appointments of a boarding house 
or family botel as to those things that 
you can call your own and are associated 
with the different members of your house- 
hold or with scenes of thrilling import 
in your domestic history. Blessed is that 
home in which for a whole lifetime they 
have been gathering until every figure in 
tho carpet and every panel of the door 
and every casement of the window has a 
chirography of its own, speaking out 
something about father or mother or son 
ov daughter or friend that was with ua 
awhile, 

The public residence of hotel and 
boarding house abolishes the grace of 
hospitality. Your guest docs not want to 
come to such a table. No one wants to 
run such a gauntlet of Acute and mercl- 
less bypercriticism. Unless you have a 
home of your own you will not be able 
to exercise the best rewarded of all the 
graces. For exercise of this grace what 
blessing came to the Shunammite in the 
restoration of her son to life because she 
entertained Elisha, and to the widow of 
of Zarephath in the perpetual oil well of 
the miraculous cruse because she fed a 
hungry prophet, and to Kabah in the 
preservation of her life at the demolition 
of Jericho because she entertained the 
spies, and to Laban in the formation of 
an interesting family relation because of 
his entertainment of Jacob, and to Lot 
in his rescue froni the destroyed city be- 
cause of bis entertainment of the angels, 
and to Mary and Martha and Zaccheus 
in spiritual blessing because they enter- 
tained Christ, and to Publius in the 
island of Melita in the healing of his 
father because of the entertainment of 


Pani. drenched from the shipwreck, and 
of innumerable houses tnrougauuo 


Christendom upon which have come 
blessings from generation to generation 
becanse their doors swung easily open in 
the enlarging, ennobling, irradiating and 
divine grace of hospitality.

And that cup which we 
offer to others in Christian hospitality, 
though it be of the plainest earthenware, 
is a royal cup, and God can read on all 
sides the names of those who haye taken 
from it refreshment, bat all this is im- 
possible unless you have’ a home of your 
own. : 


Young married man, as soon-as you 
can, buy such a place, eyen if you bave 
to put on it a mortgage reaching from 
base to capstgne. ‘The much abused 
mortgage, which is ruin to a reckless 
man, to one prudent and provident is the 
beginning of a competency and a fortune 
for the reason he will not be satisfied 
until he has paid it off, and all the house- 
hold are put on stringent economies 
until then.

A PERFECT VIOLIN. 


It In Said That Such an Instrument 


Does Not Exist, 


“After studying the violin for 25 years 
und spending seyeral thousand dollars in 
foreign trayel to ccmplete this inyestiga- 
tion,” an experienced musician said to 
me recently, “the fact confronts me, as 
well as the musical world, that there is 
uot on earth today a perfect violin. Most 
of the old Cremonas extant I haye test- 
ed, but as these haye all had to be re- 
barred and renecked in the attempt to 
bring them up to modern pitch require- 
ments they have necessarily all been 
thrown out of the acoustic proportion 
und adjustment originally designed by 
their makers, and so are, consequently, 
imperfect makeshifts. Most of these 
have beautiful tone quality, but they are 
weak. < 

“As the violin is considered the foun- 
dation of all instrumental structure; I 
put forth the plea that some concerted 
action should be taken by those inter- 
ested to perfect the violin. In doing this 
all instruments played with the bow will, 
of necessity, be improyed, as their funda- 
mental principles are identical. 


“The first step in the solution of thie” 


problem is to abandon all the misinfor- 
mation contained in the books on violin 
making, and also the adyice of the violin 
makers and repairers, for these men all 
follow the books; consequently not one 
violin worthy the name has been or ever 
will be made by them so long as these er- 


"rors are persisted in, 


“Two hundred years of their gross stu- 
pidity in thus blindly following these de- 
lusions, with no results whatever, should 
be enough to proye the truth of my posi- 
tion. I take this decided stand only in 
the hope of advancing the art of music, 
and consequently the interests of thou- 
sands of niusical artists, some of whom 
are obscure and needy only because they 
can get no instrument capable of exhib- 
iting their skill. 

“T am not content to accept an Amati, 
a Stradivarius or a Guarnerius as the 
highest standard possible. I want some- 
thing better thah was eyer produced in 
the workshops of Cremona, and I know 
that concerted intelligence can produce 
it.’”” 

Look It Up. 

And, speaking of the way we use our 
mother tongue, I think most of us have 
not the faintest idea how slight our 
knowledge of Wnglish really is. At a lit- 
tle after theater supper down town a 
few nights ago somebody said something 
about “the sere and yellow leaf.” A 
Frenchman who was at the table looked 
up inquiringly.

Further Particulars of the Sup- 
posed Poisoning Case. 


Some Evidence Which Would Make it 
Appear That Sunday-Schools are 
Scarce in the Northern Country. 


Marmora Herald :—-Thursday, 6th inst.; 
May, the 16 year old daughter of Mr. Jas. 
McCoy, while hoeing in the garden with 
her step-mother, was taken strangely ill. 
Her father was sent for and a few 
minutes after his arrival the girl died, Dr, 
Jones waa immediataly calledy--who»after 
an oxamination called the voroner, Dr. 
Sutton, and Dr. Sargent of Spring Brook 
went out to McCoy's on Friday but thought 
it not necessary to hold an inquest. The 
funeral took place Saturday morning to the 
Marmora cemetery. 

THE INQUEST. 

A great deal of talk naturally follows 
such events, all based upon hearsay. So 
many. rumors reached the ear of the cor- 
oner that he Wecided to have the body 
taken up, examined, and-an inquest held. 
Accordingly on Wednesday, 12th inst., the 
body was exhumed and examined by Drs. 
Sutton and Jones, and the stomach sent to 


the Government analyst at Toronto, A 
jury was sworn in, composed of : R. Cam- 

ion (foreman), C. Clairmont, T. Jackson, 

en Demars, Emery Demars, J. Holland, 
J. W. Naylor, H. Jones, R. E. Campion, 
W. Knox, W. Phillips, J. Downard, Jacob 
McWilliams. After examination of the 
body the inquest was ccntinued in the 
town hall, where witnesses were called for 
the purpose of finding out the cause of 
death. Mr. James McOoy, father of the 
irl, was the first witness and testified as 
follows : 


T am the father of the deceased. I saw 
her on the morning of the 6th inst. She 
harnessed my horse for me before seven. 
She was not complaining that morning 
of illness and was in good spirits. I saw 
her again before eleyen. She was lying 
face-downward in the cucumber garden. 
Her elbows were bent, arms up and 
hands not on the ground. She asked mo 
to lift her head. My wife was on the 
path twenty-five feet away, my three- 
year-old grandson being with her, I 
took May in my arms‘ and lifted her up. 
Her mouth had mud in it which I brushed 
away. Itold my wife to bring some sweet 
milk. I put.an egg in it and she drank 1t. 
She was stiff when I lifted her. She spoke 
only once, For breakfast we had bread, 
tea, butter, milk, but no potatoes, The 
deceased never complained. She helped 
me with the general farm work. When I 
first came to her her eyes were wide open 
and looking straight forward until death. 
Didn't see her wink nor turn her eyes. 
Her breathing was slow but don’t remem- 
ber what it waslike at first. I gave her 
the milk because she always drank milk 
and I thoughtit strengthening. I sent for 
Myocrs and when he came he said she was 


Mr. Francis Myers was called and said : 
Ilive in Marmora. Ama farmer. I was 
working on the roid with James McOoy on 
Thorsday of lasc week. His two step- 
children and grandson brought us a drink 
at about half past nine. They would bo 
abour 9, 6 or 7, and 3 respectively. The 
drink was buttermilk and for us. They 
played around a little while, about ten 
or fifteen minutes.” I think it would 
be an hour or better before they would 
reach home as I saw them _ picking 
berries on the road. The two little 
girls came again in something over an 
hour. ‘They were crying and raid to Jim 
tocome quick as there was something 
wrong with May. Jim went. Tle told 
me te scrape away as he didn’t want time 
lost as it was likely only a weak spell. He 
didn’t start on a run, but he went straight 
off, The children came for me in about 
25 minutes, hey said Jim wanted me to 
come ina hurry as thera was something 
wrong with May. I astarted as quickly as 
Icould tie the team, I saw the giri in 
Jim's arms with her face towards me, I 
locked in her face and said she was dying. 
Her eyes were half closed and she was 
limp. She was not staring. I saw her 
gape only once. This was in the garden. 


Mrs. James McUoy was called aud said : 
I remember Thursday of last week, which 
was the day my stepdaughter died. Sho 
had been apparentiy well and was working 
right along, Sho just worked ordinarily 
hard, I never knew her to be sick during 
the four months I’ye been there. We 
breakfasted about seven that morning. We 
had bread, eggs, tea and milk for break- 
fast. She helped milk and wiile I was 
taking it to Mr. Myers’ she got breakfast. 
She helped to feed the calves snd _ piga, 
sweptthe floor and then we sat around 
ent to weed the garden. 
It would be after nine before we went out. 
She worked on one side of the garden and 
I on the other. I noticed her lying down 
in the garden, This was nothing uncom- 
mon, as I had several times seen her lying 
down. ‘The little girls say they went to 
her and she told them to get her a glass of 
milk. My girls are nine and six yeurs of age. 
I was not paying much attention to what 
she and the children were doing, When 
May called me to her was the firat I knew 
she was ill. Sho told me to hold her down. 
She was lying on her belly with her head 
turned backward. I put my hand on her 
Her arms were by her side 
and her hands were partly closed. She only

Mr. Parsons reprosented that an KEng- 
lish company, holding the concession for 
u line from Canton to Kowloon, was pre- 
pared to unite Interests with the Amerl- 
can corporation and effect a combination 
to maintain themselves against. these 
forign iniluences, ‘Lhe British Goyern- 
ment wonld naturally look aftor the 
interests of jts subjects, and the Amert- 
can corporation asks Scoretary Hay to 
tuke similar action to require the Chinese 
Government to permit of the execution 


Secretary Hay promised to lay the mat- 
tor before the President. The firat step to 
bo tulken is to securo from United States 
minister Conger at Pekin an exact state- 
mont of the facts upon which to proceed.

Oaptain W. H. Smith, R.N.R., 
who presided over the Bourgogne court 
of inquiry, will be delegated to hold the 
investigation, which will open in this 
city next week. Captain Farrell, who left 
for New York by rail yesterday morning, 
has been recalled by telegraph, and will 
return to Halifax. 


Earthquakes in Westphalia. 


Berlin, July 15.—A slight earthquake 
yesterday caused the collapse of a gallery 
in the Recklinghausen Mine, near Herne, 
Westphalia, entombing 60 miners.

Hamilton, July 16.—There was a fierce 
fire at the Burrow, Stewart & Milne 
stove foundry and seale and malleable 
jron works, Cannon atrset, last covoning, 
and about $10,000 damage was done to 
buildings, stock and machinery and 
toola, Tho fire department made one of 


the best stops on record, confining the 
blaze almost entirely to the westerly half 
of the immonse building, which extends 
from Hughson to John streets, The fire 
started about 6.80 o'clock and burned 
flercely till after 9 Some of the com 
panies were at work till midnight, bow 
ever, 


Started in the Roof, 


It started in the roof of the machine 
shop in the middle of the block. A high 
east wind funned the flames, which 


burned with great rapidity and enveloped 
the tower ut the southwest corner, The 
fire crept under the roof to the John 
street extension, All the fire companies in 
the clty battlod with the flames, and the 
fire at the east side was soon oxtinguished 


Where Damage Was Done, 


On the west, however, great damage 
was done, although the fire was confined 
to the two upper flats of the building. 
The tower fell in about 7.80, and im- 
mense tongues of flame shot up & 
hundred foet in the air when the tons of 
brick fell through the roof, About 8.80 4 
wall in the rear of the building fell in 
and eight firemen, who were on a iumber 
pile, had a olose call for their lives. 


The Damage. 


The damage to the building is estimat- 
ed at $10,000, and the loss to the stock 
and machinery $25,000 to $80,000. There 
is about $100,000 insurance on the build- 
Ing and stock. 

About 240 hands will be thrown out of 
employment for a short time. 


Proparing for Fall Trade. 


The firm was very busy preparing for 
the fall trade, and the fire means a big 
loss to them other than that sustained 
directly by fire. This is the third time in 
20 years that this firm has sufferea by the 
fire flend. The water pressure was poor, 
the only strong streams being from the 
steam engine. 


WHERE IS REV, WM. HAY? 


Has Not Been Heard of Since He Went 
to Get $6,000 at Paisley. Ont., 
a Month Ago. 


Buffalo, N.Y., Juy 15.—Rey. William 
Hay, a4 resident of Bethany, near Leroy, 
N.Y., is missing, and foul play is sus- 
pected. Mr, Hay left Leroy just a month 
ago and came to Buffalo en route to 
Paisley, Ont., where he resided, to settle 
his father's estate and to receive $6,000. 
When it was time for Mr, Hay to return 
home, his wife became alarmed. She 
wrote to Paisley, asking why she had 
heard nothing of her husband. To her 
surprise, she learned that he had not 
been there, nor had his brother, who 
resides at the homestead, heard anything 
of him. The matter was kept quiet until 
yesterday, when the brother arrived in 
Bethany and took the wife of the preacher 
and her 14-year-old son home with him, 

The missing mwinister was about ‘50 
years old. He studied medicine in Cana- 
da, and was admitted to the profession, 
practising for a short time. He after- 
ward entered the ministry, and was 
ordained as a Presbyterian preacher Oct. 
22, 1896, at Bethany. His salary was 
$600 per year, and ‘he always bad more 
than enough money to meet his wants,

The startling telegram published by 
the Boer organ here, The Diggers' News, 
on Yriday, showing apparently that the 
Travsvaal was giving in, and that cord 
jal relations had beon resumed, which 
was promptly denied by the Seoretary of 
State for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, though evidently tinged to 
suit tho susceptibilities of the Doppers, 
was so olreumstantial and apparently 
authoritative that hope was aroused that 
the end of the quarrel was in sight, but 
the only foundation for the despatch was 
found in the fact that Mr, Chamberlain 
on Wednesday, before the new franchise

A WATER FAMINE. 


London Threatened With Short Rations, 


“ and the Scare Is Causing No 


End of Anxiety. 


London, July 17.—London is threaten- 
ed with a water famine, and it is causing 
no end of anxiety. Last summer it was 
bad enough in the east end, but this year 
the whole of London and its suburbs are 
threatened. The flow of the Thames is 
much lower than lt has been for many 
years, and the water companies are tak- 
ing more than ever from it. bast year the 
Govyerniwwent declared that all that was 
roquired yas to pass a bill facilitating 
intercommunication between the water 


is uscless when no company has a sur- 
plus, and that is the position now. Just 
now the companies are supposed to dray 
away half the flow of the Thames, or 
180,000,000 gallons daily; but last month 
they made away with 140,000,000 por 
day. Now they are taking more and in- 
creasing every day. : 
Another Cause of Anxiety. 


But there is something more than lack 
of water causing graye anxiety. Though 
London was never healthier than at 
present, judging from the mortality rate, 
fhore is much danger in the present situa- 
tion. When the flow of the Thames de- 
ergases the proportion of polluted water 
Which if contains naturally increases, 


*beesuse a million and a half people live 


about the intakes of the Water companies, 
ond there js nob enough water left to 
scour the river. People are crying for 
rain. but the opinion of experts is that 
no amount of rain during the remainder 
of July, August and September, would 
counteract the effects of the last two 
months’ drought. One expert says that 
the crowded state of the hotels has some- 
thing to do with the scarcity of water, 
one pint a day more than Jast year being 
consumed per person, which is a heavy 
extra drain, considering the millions of 
people,

Sir Wilfrid Laurier Gives Notice 
of Rush Session. 


The Senate Reform Fad Will Also Be 


Tutroduced on Woednosday — Mavy 
Words of Deep Sympathy by the 
Leaders of tho Mouse With the 


Sudden Deaths of Mr, Ives and Sena- 
tor Sanford. 

Ottawa, July 18.—Tho attendance at 
the opening of tho Houso yosterday Was 
unusaally slim, oven for Monday, there 
boing 80 many mombora attending the 
funeral of Hon. W,. B. Ives, and othors 
who were absent on account of tho il- 
noss of Hon, ©, A.ZGeoffrion, Thore was 
also an alr of sadness pervading the 
House, and those present were reminded 
of the loss which the House had sustain- 
od on Saturday by the desk which Mr. 
Ivea had ocoupled boing covered with o 
wnall black velvot pall, on which rested 
a magnificent wreath composed of 
Japariose sacred lilies, sweet peas, 
maidenbatr fern and long trailers of 
smilax. Tbe wreath was one of the most 
sbeautiful ever seon in the House, 


The Douth of Mr. Ivos. 


On the orders of the day being called, 
Sir Charlos Tupper said tt was again his 
sad duty to call attention to the death of 
nm member of the House. He need not say 
to the House, of which the late Mr. Ives 
hus been so long a momber, that no 
gentloman could be removed from this 
House whose absence would perhaps 
create a greater void, As an ablo luwyer, 
as aQnan of great business enterprise and 
capacity, as a man of the Legislature for 
many years, and as an administrator of 
an important public Ao Rage Mr. Ives 
has filled an honofable place in tbis 
country and has well and faithfully dis- 
charged the various duties devolving 
upon him. He spoko with great feeling 
of the loss whioh Mr. Ives would ba to 
the Houss, to the Conservative party and 
té the country. Continuing, he said that 
the hand of death had been laid heavily 
on this Parliament. Not only had the 
House lost somo of its members, but in 
the Senate thero had also been several 
deaths, one of which, that of Senator 
Sanford, had been peculiarly shocking by 
its suddenness, In conclusion, Sir Charles 
said: ‘It only reminds us how frail, how 
slight is the tenure by which we hold 
our positions here. I am quite sure that 
every man of this House will join in 
tendering his heartfelé sympathy not 
only to the family of my late lamented 
colleague, Mr. Ives, but also to the 
family of the late Senator Sanford, who 
haye been bereayed in both instances in 
such a remarkably sudden manner of 
the heads of those families.”” 

Sir Wilfrid's Sympathy, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he joined most 
heartily in the expressions of regret 
which had fallen from the lips of the 
leader of the Opposition. ‘‘Mr, Ives,’’ he 
said, ‘‘was one of the most influential, 
important and useful members of this 
House. Hon. gentlemen who came into 
this Parliament at the last election were 
unable to appreciate him fully, because, 
being much engaged in commercial and 
business pursuits, he had pot of late 
taken the same active part he did in 
former years in the proceedings of this 
Honss, but those who have sat in the 
House with him for the last 20 year can 
testify that he always imparted much 
useful information to the discussion of 
every subject he chose to speak upon, On 
some questions, indeed, it is not too much 
to say that he was an authority. In 
everything that pertaine! to finance, 
buainess, commerce, agriculture, lumber- 
ing and mining, he bad a vastamount of 
knowledge and a great deal of experience, 
which enabled him to speak on all those 
questions us o master, and his. loss 
amongst us will be all the more felt 
when we have to desl with such questions 
as these.’’ Ho referred to his personal 
association with Mr. Ives in early” life, 
and, in conclusion, sald that he thorough- 
ly joined in the expression of sympathy 
for the fumily of Senator Sanford, the 
circumstances of Whose death were pecu- 
liarly sad. 

House in Supply. 


The Housa then went into supply, tak- 
ing up the Public Works votos.

A BRAVE RAILWAY LAHORER.

The Strike in Brooklyn. 

New York, July 18.—The strike situa- 
tion in Brooklyn remains unchanged. 
The striking employes are even more 
determined than they were yesterday, 
and the management of the Rapid 
Transit Line is obdurate and unflinching, 
Cars were run on most of the lines goy- 
erned by the Traction Company from 
early morning until 7 o'clock last even- 
ing, but after sundown there was a con- 
siderable falling off in the service, and 
by 9 o’clock not a car was moving on 
any of tho lines affected’ by the striking 
motormen and conductors. The roads 
comprising the Nassau system were more 
effectively crippled. None ot the striking 
employes returned to work, and most of 
them were busy during the day influeno- 
ing union and non-union men on the 
other lines to quit work, In this respect 
the strikers were partially successful, 


Shut All Traction Co.'s Lines Down. 


At 7 o'clock last evening President 
Rossiter issued instructions to shut down 
all the Traction Company’s lines, and 
from that hour until long after midnight 
not a car was run, with the exception of 
a couple, which were placed at the service 
of the city authorities to transport police- 
men to the outlying distr iots. 


Metrepolitans Will Strike, 


General Master Workman: John M. 
Parsons was in conference for several 
hours Jast night with the executive com- 
mittee of the employes of the Metropol- 
itan Streep Railway Company, Borough 
of Manhattan. After the conference Mr, 
Parsons practically announced that a 
strike of the Metropolitan employes is 
now inevitable unless President Vreeland 
recedes from the position he has taken. 


Strikes at Chicago, 

Chicago, July 18.—Sixteen hundred 
members of the Boilermakers and Iron 
Shipbuilders’ Union struck here yester- 
day. They ask for an eight-hour day, 80 
cents per hour and a half-holiday on Sat- 
urdays during the sammer months Two 
hundred and fifty men employed by the 
Chicago Furnace Company as ore shoyel- 
lers also struck for more pay. 


TARTAKR’S CREW STRUCK, 


Demanded Double Pay When They 
Thought They Could Enferce It. 


San Francisco, July 18,—Sixty-seven 
members of the Chinese crew of the trans- 
port Tartar haye been on a strike for 
several days, baying demanded double 
pay for the voyage from Manila. The 
vessel was acquired by the Government 
from the Canadian Paoiflo Railway Com- 
pany, and the action of the men rendered 
them liable to six months’ imprisonment 
when the vessel reached’s British port. 
Through the intervention of the Chinese 
consul-general here and the British con- 
sul the matter has been adjusted. When 
the seriousness of their offence had been 
impressed upon the mutineers they gave 
in, rescinded their demands and in return 
they received assurances that they would 
not be prosecuted,

Particulars

Kelnuforcoment Needed in Phillippines, 


Manila, Joly 11, via Hongkong, Joly 
18.—The constantly-increasing strictures 
of the consorahip of press despatches 
from Manila, which has prevented the 
cabling to the United States of anything 
that did not reflect official views of im- 
portant venta ond conditions, roeaulted 
in # united effort on the part of correa- 
pondents here to secure an abatement of 
tho rigor of the censorship. ‘The corres 
pondents had two long interviews with 
General Otis, in the course of which they 
complained that the evident purpose of 
the censorship was, not to keep Informa- 
tion from the enemy, but to keep from 
the public a knowledge of the real con 
diflon of affaira here, It was also nasert- 
od by the correspondenta that newspapers 
printed in Manila, which reach tno 
enomy quickly, are permitted to publish 
statements similar to those which corres- 
pondents are forbidden to cnble, General 
Otis finally prongised greater lberality, 
agrocing to pass oll matters that be might 
consider not detrimental to the interests 
of the United States. General Otis ap- 
pointed Captain Green of his staff censor. 


Correspondents’ Statements. 


The statement of the correspondents ia 
as follows: The undersigned, being all 
staff correspondents of American news- 
papers stationed in Manila, united in the 
following statement: ‘‘We believe that, 
owlng to official despatches from Manila, 
made public in Washington, the people 
of tbe United States have not recelyed a 
correct impression of the situation in the 
Philippines, but that these despatcnes 
have presented an nuitra-optimistic view 
that is not shared by the general- officers 
In the fleld. 

“We believe the despatches incorrectly 
represent the existing conditions among 
the Filipinos in respect to internal dis- 
sension and demoralization resulting from 
the American campaign and to the brig- 
and character of their army. 

“We believe the despatches err in the 
declaration that ‘the situation is well in 
hand’ and in the assumption that the in- 
surrection can be speedily ended without 
a greatly increased force. 

“We think the tenaciry of the Filipino 
purpose bas been under-estimated and 
that the statements are unfounded that 
volunteers are willing to engage in far- 
ther service.’’ 

Gen, Otis’ Excuse. 

The censorship bas compelled us to 
participate in this misrepresentation by 
excising or altering uncontroverted state- 
ments of facts on the pieas, as General 
Otis stated, that ‘they would alarm the 
people at home’’ or ‘‘have the people of 
the United States by the ears.’’

situation there was certainly improved 
materially, and that the prospects for the 
future had been brightened very much, 
With these advices, the Secretary said, 
Gen. Otis had nothing to do, and they 
were from disinterested persons whose 
opinions must carry weight.

Samples of Otis’ Censorship, 

New York, July 18.—The Journal 
prints a despatch from James Creolman, 
who was I'pe Journal's correspondent in 
Manila, and who is now In London, in 
which he says that unless Gen, Otis Js 
removed the campaign in the Philippines 
will be o failure. He says Gen. Otis isa 
fussy old man, unaccustomed to anything 
but regimental commands, saturated 
with the Ideaa and methods of a routine 
clerk. His experience does not go outside 
of regimental lines. He 1s not capable of 
dealing with the far-reaching, intricate 
problema involyed in a war with the 
putives. 

Creelman says that afteg the outbreak 
Otis refused to allow the army to make 
any advance, and when Gen. Anderson 
told him that the only way to dostroy 
the enemy was to fight thom, Gen, Otis 
treated him with open hostility, and 
finally had him roturned to the United 
States Meanwhile Otis buslod himself 
bout details of smaller fights. 

Tho story says Gen. Ota’ oxerotse of 
hia rights to censor pros despatches was 
tyrannical. The night Creclman brought 
to bim a» dospatch telling how Col, 
Funston swam o river under fire, Otis, 
he says, struck out Funston’s name, re- 
warking; ‘I propose to make all the 
heroes that are made in this war.”’ 

At another time, in censoring de- 
spatehes of actual occurrence, Otis said: 
“T don't propose to allow the American 
public to know anything about this 
campaign that will agitate or exolte 1b, 
So long a4 I am in command,"’ he says, 
“the people of the United States know 
only kuch matters os I deom adyisablo to 
nliow to be knowan,"?

He was Mr. Tarte's legal ad- 
viser in tbe famous Connolly-McGreeyy 
investigation in 1291. He represented the 
Mercier Government in London when the 
banks appealed to the Privy Council 
against the tax on commercial corpora- 
tions imposed by the preceding Conserva- 
tive Government, and as a result of his 
argument the act was declared constitu- 
tional. He was chosen by the Archbishop 
of Montreal to defend him in the action 
for damages which was brought by The 
Canada Revue because Mgr. Fabre, in 
the exercise of his Hpiscopal functions, 
considered it necessary to forbid the faith- 
ful to read that journal. He also was 
legal advisor of the Banque du Peuple at 
the time of its suspension. At the begin- 
ning of the late electoral campaign it 
was considered necessary to publish a new 
French Liberal paper here because La 
Patrie did not represent the views of tho 
party. Through the efforta of himself 
and others Le Soir yas established, Mr. 
Geoffrion becoming one of the directors.

porticoes of the Forum. They whiled 
away the lagging hours which separated 
them from: the hoped for invitation to 
dine with their patron by~ scratching 
ride verses and ccarse jests on the walls 
ov Pillars against which they leaned, or 
by tracing on the pavements gaming 
tables whereon to play dice —Ainslee’s.

The Senior Grit Sheet goes on to give 
expression to some beautiful and touching 
sentiments concerning economy, and as- 
sures its readers of the entire disinterest- 
edness of both the paper and its proprietor, 
as though that were necessary.

the unfortunate young ladios, at about 9:30 
on the morning in question, left the house 
of Mr. Burgess on the Muskosh River, 
where they were staying, and went ous in 
their boat as they had done every day. 
Nobody dreamed that they would venture 
near the Falls, throe miles lower down, as 
they had been told of sure fatality follow- 
ing a visit without a guide. Shortly after- 
wards & man named Renshaw saw thein 
perilously near the Falls. He was half a 
mile away and could not make them hear 
his shout of warning. 

He carried the news to Bala, and Mr. 
Currie, of the Bala Falls Hotel, and Mr. 
White put off hurriedJy. They arrived 
tco late ; the girls had gone over the falls 
and no trice of them could be found. 

Their boat, badly smashed, and their 
oars were picked up. A body of men are 
now watching for the bodies. 

Mr. J. L. Marquis, writing from Musho- 
ka to the Globe, says: In spite of the 
strong wind that was blowing Tuesday 
morning, Miss Sills and Miss Phillips took 
their accustomed row onthe river. They 
were good oarswomen, and without difli- 
culty reashed the point which projects 
into the river immediately above the 
Moon Falls, Here they landed, and spent 
some time in yiewing the scenery, From 
this point amost deceptive current flows 
smoothly, yet with tremendous power, to 
the brink of the falls. our years ago Mr. 
Beyd and Mise Hostetter lost their lives 
here, and as a warning to others a cross 
was erected on an island that lies just at 


the crest of the falls. Instead of warning, 
this cross seems to have lurcd these young 
ladies to their destruction, They were seen 
to enter their boat and row from the point 
above directly toward the falls. Apparently 
they purpos;d landing on the island to ex- 
amine the inscription on the cross, but the 
relentless current seized them, and when 
once in its gtasp they were powerless to 
escape. 

Miss Phillips was the daughter of Mr. 
. ©. Phillips, a prominent farmer, who 
resides about two miles north of Newmar- 
ket. She received her training as a nurse 


at the Toronto General Hospital, and left 


that institution about three years ago. 
This is the second serious trouble the fam- 
ily has had this year, a son having died 
suddenly some months ago.

WITNESSES WERE PUT OT. 


Proceedings in the West Huron and 
Brockville Election Investigation. 


Ottawa, July 20.—The investigation 
by the privileges and elections committee 
into the alleged malpractices in the 
Brookville and West Huron elections was 
continued yesterday, with Mr. Fortin in 
the chair. Sir Louis Daviss said the in- 
quiry was strictly ilmited to the conduct 
of the deputy returning officers and did 
not in any way imperil the seat. Under 
the circumstances he thought the evi- 
dence tendered by Mr. Borden should be 
admitted. Still he contended that the re- 
turning officers should be ca)led first. 
Mr. Powell contended thst the course 
adopted by Mr. Borden to get the eyl- 
dence should be followed. Then Mr. Rus- 
sell moved, and it was carried, that all 
Witnesses be excluded from the commit- 
tee room. Mr. Holmes, M.P., also left 
the room, as he had been named as a 
witness. 

James McManus on the Stand, 


Then the examination of James Mo- 
Manus was proceeded with. He lived at 
Colborne and was a scrutineer for Mr. 
McLean at the election at poll 4, Donald 
Cummings’ booth. After stating who 
were present, he said the deputy return- 
ing officer put the counterfoils from the 
ballots in the right-hand pocket of his 
coat, With one exception. Witness did not 
watch very carefully; they were neigh- 
bors and he trusted him. He asked the 
deputy returning officer why he did this, 
and he said it made no difference. 


Cross-Examination, 


in cross-examination by Dr. Russell, 
Witness said he kept the tally. Thore 
were 98 votes altogether. The ballots 
were all right, and the papera made up. 
The only thing he saw wrong was Cum- 
mings putting the counterfoils in bis 
pocket. In answer to Mr. Bell, witness 
ssid Cummings put the counterfojls in 
his pocket before he put the ballot in the 
box. He could not say whether he took 
anything cut of his pocket, 

Mr. McInerney asked witness how 
many they had jn tbelr book marked for 
MoLean. 

Sir Louis Davies objected. They could 
put the book in. Mr. Fortin said that it 
Was outside the subject of inquiry. 


Marking the Ballot. 
Mr. Bennett pointed out that the bal- 
lot was so initlalled that in order to seo 
the initiala the deputy returning officer 
must see how the ballot was marked. 
Mr. Donald Camruings, deputy return- 
ing officer at poll 4, aworn, was a mem- 
ber of the Reform committee. He was 
told he was to be returning officer some 
days before the election. He met no Lib- 
eral workers in connection with the mat- 
ter. His instructions were in tho ballot 
box. He received papers trom Lawson, 
Chisholm & McKver on behalf of Mr. 
Holmes, but none for Dancy. He did not 
know that only two men should act as 
scrutineers, He swore tho threo in, and 
Dancy did not act. Danoy acted on hig 
bebalf at the count. He belleved Danoy 
Was acting for Mr. Holmes. Ho kept the 
counterfoila in his pocket so au nob to 
litter up the floor. Hoe bad heard that 48 
tuen had declured they yoted for Mo-

seTARY OF WAR QUIS 


Effect on August 1. 


Everybody Thought He Was Going Out, 
Hut Not Quite Soe suddenly~The Lon- 
don Standard Says It Means the Re- 
moval of the Blot From the Mokinley 
Adwiolistration—Times Olaims Realg- 


nation ne a Victory for Public Morals. 


Washington, July 20.—Soecretary Alger 
yestorday tendered to the President his 
resignation of the War Portfolio. Tho 
resignation will become effective August 
1, though it was tondered ‘‘at the pleas- 
ure of the President.’’ Notwithstanding 
the reports that Mr, Alger would not 
long continue at the head of the War 
Department, his actual resignation came 
suddenly and unexpectedly, That 16 
would come by the end of the year was 
generally believed, but so little was it 
expected at this time that some of tho 
Cabinet officers, when the news first 
became public, were inclined to rogard 
the announcement as premature. Formal 
acceptance Of the resignation had not 
beon made by the President up to a late 
hour last night, but will bo in a letter to 
be written within the next day or two, 
No official statement as to the cause of 
the resignation was proourable, either 
from the President or from Secretary 
Algor, nelther of whom would talk on 
the subject Nor was the letter of resign- 
ation obtainable at this time. 

Did Not Stund on Order. 


Secretary Alger arrived from holidays 
at the seashore in Washington on Tues- 
day night, too late to make any official 
calls. Almost before the Executive De- 
partments were opened for businuss yes- 
terday morning he called at the White 
House, and visiting the President in bis 
office, announced that he had concluded 
to resign his office. What passed on that 
point botween himself and the President 
ja only of the matter of surmise, for 
nelther have anything to say on the 
point. The Secretary returned to his office, 
wrote ont hie formal letter ot resigna- 
tion, and personally carried it ovor to 
the White House. His call on this occa- 
sion was brief, and when he returned to 
the War Dopartment he closed the door 
of his office to most of the many callers 
Who were in waiting. To the newspaper 
men who sought to secure some expres- 
sion from him, the Secretary was court- 
eous, but uncommunicative, 

Biot on McKinley's Admiuistration, 

London, July 20.—The Standard this 
morning in an editorial article regarding 
the resignation of Secretary of War 
Alger, says: ‘President McKinley's 
prompt acceptance of Mr, Alger’s resign- 
ation 4s equivalent to an admission that 
the War Department has been badly 
managed. Is i3 significant that the 
resignation followed so quickly on the 

fanila correspondents’ ‘round robin.’ 
Alger is the great blot on the Mo- 
Kinley Administration.” 

The Times describes the resignation as 
‘tq decided yictory for public opinion and 
public morals over political organizations. 
By resigning, Secretary Alger has prac- 
tically allowed judgment to go against 
him by default and bas relieved the Mo- 
Kinley Administration from a responsi- 
bility that was assuming serious propor- 
tions.” 


THE BROOKLYN CAN STRIKE, 


Kiloting, In Which Some Were Hurt, Was 
hKiife- The Strike Extending. 


New York, July 20,—After an evening 
and night of rioting, in which policemen, 
carmen and sympathizers were more or 
less badly injured, at 10.80 o'clock last 
night all operations on the Second avenue 
line of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Co. were suspended. None of the offfelals 
of the company would assign a reason 
for withdiawing the cara, but the strik- 
ers claimed that the company did not 
have men enough to rup them. 

Night Avenue on strike. 

About 100 motormen employed on the 
Hight avenue line held a meeting Jast 
night, effected an organization and de- 
clared a strike in operation. At 10 o'clock 
half of the cars were taken off the Bighth 
avenue line without warniog, and at 1) 
o'clock all the cars save eight were taken 
off. and these were run on an hourly 
schedule. The strikers promised that by 
to-day they will have all the men out 
on Kighth avenue. The attempt to blow 
up the elevated railway structure at 
Fifth avenue and 85th street, Brooklyn, 
yesterday morning with dynamite ruined 
one of the pillars, but fortunately no one 
was hurt.

Was Sont for Trial. 

The hearing was then proceeded with, 
and in an hour all the evidence was taken 
and the warrant oxeouted sending Jobn 
T. Roach to jail to stand his trial. 

The first witness was Mr, BK. H. Baines, 
Toronto, late manager of tho bank here, 
who testifled that the robbery had taken 
place on tho night of ths 27th or tne 
morning of the 28th of August, 1897, and 
that witnesses Pare and Holden at the 
trial had implicated Roach. Witness said 
he did not romembor seeing the prisoner 
before, 

Nathan Moeks said Roach did not look 
like the fourth man that was in the com- 
pany of Paro, Holden and Robert Mackie, 
and he would not swear that he had 
ever soon him before, 

Saw Him With the Burglars. 

Willie Joy a lad of 14 or 15 years, sald 
he had repeatedly seen Roach in com- 
pany with Pare and Holden during the 
summer of 1897, and on one occasion 
had rowed Roach up the river to Haw- 
ley’s Point. 

Sidney Scott, who testified at the trial 
that he saw four men jn his sap house, 
one of whom was Robert Mackio, could 
not recognize the prisoner as one of the 
four, Roach looked like one of them, but 
he would not swear he was the man. He 
did not talk to the fourth man. 

Says Roach Was the Mun, 

Constable Sills said he saw the prisoner 
in May or June of 1897, In company 
with Pare and Holden. 

To Roach the witness said: ‘‘I have no 
doubt you are one of the men I met that 
evyening.”’ 

Also Identified Him, 

Fred. Vanalstine pop tinely. identified 
Roach as one of the men in company 
with Pare and Holden. 

Garrett Joy said, when asked by Mr. 
Deroche if Roach had been seen by him 
in company with Pare and Holden: 
‘*Roach would fill the bill, but I would 
not swear positively he was the man.’’ 

Elias Smith was called, but after look- 
ing at the prisoner could not recognize 
him and was not sworn. 

This Was the Case, 

Mr. Deroche here restea his case, stat- 
ing that sufficient evidence had been ad- 
duced to show that Roach was a party to 
the robbery, and the Magistrate sent 
him up to away his trial at the Assizea, 

When asked if he had anything to say, 
Roach said he had not, but inquired at 
what time the trial would be heard, This 
the Magistrate was unable to tell him. 

When judgment had been given, Roach 
sald, ‘‘Thank you.”

divided at 10 o'clock, the motion being 
lows by a vote of 41 for to 77 against. 
The division was on party lines, with 
the exception that Messrs. McCarthy, 
Stubbs and Rogers voted against the 
Government.

SUNDAY CAR BILL DEFEATED. 


The Manitoba Logislature Threws Out 
the Winnipeg Option Bill. 


Winnipeg, July 21.—The Looal Legis- 
lature did not prorogue yesterday, as ex- 
pected. A lively debate took place on the 
bill to ratify the agreement by which the 
Government is to take over 549,560 acres 
of M.&N. W. Rallway lands for the 
purpose of realizing on the security foi: 
moneys advanced by sale to actual set- 
tlers. An Opposition motion for the six 
months’ hoist was lost by seven yotes 
against 24, and the third reading was 
carried. 

The bill providing for a yote on Sun- 
day cars in Winnipeg was defeated.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


By exercise the fowls work off sur- 
plus fat. . 

There is no breed that lays eggs of a 
uniform color, 

Fowls that become the prey of lice be- 
come weak and sickly and are not able 
to ward off disease. 

Make the nests so that the hens can 
walk in on them and not so that they 
will have to jump down on them. 

Do not allow young chickens to get on 
the roosts until they are about 3 months 
old. There is too much danger of crook- 
ed breast. 

One of the best ways of ridding the 
house of vermin is to turn out the fowls 
and then burn sulphur in it after closing 
tight aud then whitewash. 

A quiet sitter usually makes a docile 
mother and usually secures a better 
hatch, as she will sit close. This is al- 
ways essential to the best success, 

If the ducks have cramps, remove them 
to warm, dry quarters and change their 
food. Give bran and cornmeal in equal 
parts, with meat scraps and a little bone- 
meal, 

With fowls that have a free range 
from now on two good feeds a day will 
be sufficient. They will keep healthier 
and thrive better if they are compelled 
to hunt through the day for part of their 
living.—St. Louis Republic,

SOME OF THEM, 


REV. OR, 
DISCUSSES 


STRAINING OUT THE GNATS, 


We Aro Very Puvectilieus About Small 
Thiugs, But Neglectful of Affuirsa of 


Grout Magnitude-~Polnted Remarka 


That May Well De Pondered Over by 
People of All Clauses, 


Washington, July 16.—Rey. Dr. Tal 
mage took for hia text thia morning 
Matthow xxiil, 24, “Yeo blind guides, 
which strain at a gnat and swallow a 
camel.'’ He said: 

A proverb is compact wisdom, knowl- 
edgo in chunks, a library in a sentence, 
tho olectricity of many clouds discharged 
in one bolt, a river put through a mill 
race. When Chris6 quotes the proverb of 
the text, bho means to sot forth the ludl- 
crous behavior of those who make a great 
bluster about small sins and bave po 
appreolation of great ones. In my texta 
sinall insect and a large quadruped are 
brought Into tomparlson—a gnut and a 
camol. You have in museum or on the 
desert seon the latter, a great, awkward, 
sprawling creature, with back two stories 
bigh and stomach baving a collection of 
reservoirs for desert travel, an animal for- 
bidden to the Jews as food and jn many 
lireratures entitled “the ship of the 
desort.’" The gnat spoken of in the text 
is Jn the grub form. {t is born in pool or 
pond, after a few weeks bocomes a chry- 
sulis and then after « few days becomes 
the wnat as we recognize it. But tho in- 
acct spoken of in the text is in ita very 
smallest shape, and it yet inbabits the 
water, for my text isa misprint and 
ought to read “strain out a gnat."’ 

My text shows you the prince of incon- 
sistencies. A man after long observation 
has formed the suspicion that in a cup of 
water he is about to drink, there isa 
grab or the grandparent of a gnat. He 
goes and gets a slove or strainer, He takes 
the water ond pours it through the sieve 
in the broad ligh6 He says, ‘I would 
rather do anything almost than drink 
this water until this larva be extirpated." 
This water is brought under inquisition. 
Tho experiment ja successful. ‘Tbe water 
rushes through the sieve and leayes 
against the side of the sieve the grub or 
gpat. ‘Then the mar -narefally removes 
the Insect and drinks the water in placid- 
ity, But going out ono day, and hungry, 
he doyours a ‘ship of the desert,’ the 
camel, Which the Jews were forbidden to 
eat. ‘The gastronomer bas no compunc- 
tion of conscience, He suffers from no 
Indigestion We puts the lower jaw 
under the camels forefoot, and his upper 
jaw over the hump of the camel's back, 
and gives one swallow anil the dromedary 
disappears forever. He strained oat a 
gnat, he swallowed a camel. 

While Christ's audience was yet smil- 
ing nt the appositeness and wit of his 
Vlostratlon—for smile they did, unless 
they were too sfupid to understand the 
hyperbole—Chyist practically said to 
them ‘That is you.’? Punctilious about 
smull things; reckless about affairs of 
great magnitude. No snbjeot ever winced 
uncer a surgeon's knife more bitterly 
than did the Pharlsees under Christ's 
scalpel of truth. As tn anatomist will 
take a human body to pieces and put the 
pieces under a microscope for examina- 
tion, so Christ finds his way to the heart 
of the dead Pharisee and cuts it out and 
pits i6 under the glass of inspection for 
al) generations to examine. Those Phari- 
sees thought that Christ would flatter 
them and compliment them, and how 
they must bave writhed under the redhot 
words as he said, ‘Ye fools, ye whited 
sepulchers, ye blind guides, which stain 
onf a gpat and swatlow a camel.” 

Jhere are in our day a great many 
ensts strained ouf and a great many 
camels swallowed, and it is the object of 
this sermon to sketch ao few persons who 
are extensively cpgaged in that business. 

First, I remark that all those ministers 
of tho gospel who are yory scrupulous 
about the conventionalities of religion, 
but put no purtioulay stress upon matters 
of vast importance, are photographed in 
the text. Church services coughs to be 
grave and solemn. There is no room for 
frivolity in religious convocation, but 
thera are illustrations, and there are 
lyperboles like that of Christ in the text 
that will Srradiata with smiles any in- 
telligent audience. ‘There aro wen like 
those blind guides of the text who advo- 
cate only those things In religious saryice 
which Graw the cornoras of tha mouth 
down und denounces all those things 
which have a tendency to draw the corn- 
ers of tho mouth up, and these men will 
20 to instaliations, and to presbyterie , 
and to contercncesa, and to associations, 
their pockets fall of fine sievos to strain 
ouf the gnats, while in their own 
churches at home every Sunday thero are 
50 people cound asleep. They mako their 
eburches a great dormitory, and their 
som niferoua sermcns area cradle and the 
drawled outhymos a lullaby, whilo some 
wakeful soul jn a pew, with her fan.

down. ‘I'wenty faults of their own do 
not hurt them so much as one fault of 
somebody else. ‘Their neighbors’ imper- 
fectlons are like gnats, and they strain 
them out; their own imperfections are 
like camels, and they swallow them. 

But lest tco many think they escape 
tke scrutiny of the text, I have to tell 
yeu that we all come under the divine 
tatire when we make the questions of 
time more prominent than the questions 
of eternity.

There Is no good reason for keeping 
roosters if eggs are not wanted for 
hatching. 

Even in summer, if fowls are confined, 
a dusting and scratching place is essen- 
tial to health, - . 

Do not permit the setting hens to have 
their nests where they will get too hot 
and leave them. 

If raw meat is fed too often, it tends 
to produce bowel disease and does more 
harm than good.

Mr. Mitchell appeared about as 
well as he baa for some time past, but 
{6 was noticed that his articulation was 
slightly Indistinet. We left the press 
rvom, and must have gone out of the 
building almost immediately, as it was 
only o few minutes after that he was 
seen approaching the broad flight of 
steps in front of the main tower. He was 
apparently about to descend the steps, 
bub staggered and partly fell. He was 
caught by Dr. McLellan, M.P. for Inver- 
ness, and other gentlemen who were 
about the grounds Dr. McLelJan at once 
saw that the attack was serious, and had 
a cab callea, Mr. Mitchell, accompanied 
hy the doctor, was taken to his apart- 
ments in the Hotel Cecil, and Dr. Kidd 
was hastily sammoned. After a consulta- 
tlon, the doctors pronounced the case ex- 
tremely graye, and ordered the patient to 
be kept as quiet as possible, A trained 
hurse was obtained, and no one_is allow- 
ed to see him. 


BOL INGERSOLL DEAD, 


World-Pamous Agnostic Orator Taken Off 
Suddenly by Apoplexy, 


New York, Joly 22.—Robert G. Inger- 
soll dicd of apoplexy at his home, Dobbs 
Ferry, N.Y., yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Ingersoll went to Dobbs Ferry, 
N.Y., two days ago, apparently in good 
health. Shortly after his arrival at bis 
suinmer home, ‘‘Walston,’’ he complain- 
ed of a slight indisposition, and said 
that he would go to-day to consult his 
family physician in this city, He spent 
yesterday morning in his room, and 
shortly before he was stricken Mrs. 
Ingersoll offered to have his luncheon 
sent up to him, so that he would not 
have to walk downstairs to the dining- 
room. He laughingly replied that, while 
he did not feel quite as young as he used 
to, he guessed that he was not yet an 
invalid, and said that he would go down 
with tho rest.

Sitting Rigid in Wis Chair,

still sitting rigidly in his chair. All 
signs of Jife had*passed.

the Third Committee Has Vinished Its 
Labors by Adopting the Arbitration 
Scheme as a Whole. 


The Hague, July 24.—The third com- 
mittee of the international peace confer- 
ence held a session on Saturday under 
the prosidenoy of M. Leon Bourgeols of 
the French delegation, and adopted 
article nine, as modified. The article 
now reads: 

“In international disputes involving 
neither country’s honor nor essential 
interests and arising from a divergence 
of opinion on points of fact, the signa- 
tory powers deem it advisable that parties 
which are unable to agree by diplomatic 
means shall institute, so far as ciroum- 
Stances will permit, an international in- 
quiry whose duty it shall be to facilitate 
the solution of these disputes by clearing 
up the questions of fact, by means of an 
impartial conscientious examination.’ 

The committee adopted with slight 
verbal modifications articles 86 to 56 of 
the arbitration scheme and then adopted 
the scheme as a whole, bringing the 
labors of the committea to a successful 
conclusion. The committee will meet 
formally on ‘Tuesday next to read the

RUBBER OYSTERS SAVED HIM. 


Business Was Bad, So This Genius 
Invented a Cheap Edible. 

“Speuking of oysters,” said the major, 
“puts me in mind of the time I went into 
the patent oyster business. It was when 
I was with Smith & Coleman, formerly 
proprietors of the St. Nicholas and As- 
tor Ilouses, New York, respectively, but 
at the time running the Metropolitan in 
Washington. Business was bad, and we 
cudgeled our brains how to build it up 
without incurring extra expense. Tinal- 
ly they left it to me. I concluded to try 
a plan that would either make or break 
business, 

“There were some old rubber mats in 
the storeroom, and I had the boys wash 
them thoroughly and then cut them up 
in pieces about the size of a domino. 
Taking about 200 of these pieces, I went 
to De Mar, the chef of the hotel and 
famed for his fried oysters, and asked 
him if he could cover the chunks of rub- 
ber with butter and brown them without 
getting the rubber so hot it would smell, 
He tried it and sueceeded beautifully,’ 
and when I had placed the patent oys- 
ters in a chafing dish behind the bar they 
looked as appetizing as the real bivalve 
ever looked when properly fried. 

“My first customer was Smith, one of 
the proprietors. He saw the oysters and 
suid; ‘Good heayens, major, we can’t 
stand that! Fvied oysters will break us. 
Why, I know fellows who will stand here 
and eat a dozen,’ 

“T told him I didn’t think they would, 
and as he wanted to try one I passed it 
out on a plate with the regulation fork, 
He chewed on it awhile and then took it 
out of his mouth and looked at it. Just 
what he said doesn’t matter, but he went 
out and sent Coleman in for an oyster, 
In an hour or two the run had commene- 
ed every fellow tliat got an oyster went 
out to get a Pe ie General O' Burns 
brought in Prank Turk, John Chamber- 
lin introduced Chester A. Arthur to the 
dish, Sunset Cox, Sam Randall, Allen G. 
Thurman and a host of others were 
brought in, only to say: ‘Don't give me 
away.

“Teddy Quinn came to me and says he, 
‘Major, I want a dozen of your oysters 
put up in a box for my friend Mlannigan 
of ‘Troy, N. Y., to take with him for 
lunch on his journey home tomorrow.’ 
Miannigan had his wife with him, and 
they did not open the oysters until they 
got to Wilmington, and there Plannigan 
went out to get some coffee for her, while 
his wife opened the lunch. 


“She, good kind soul, asked several la- 
dics sitting near to help her eat the oya- 
ters, and in truth she needed help to ent 
them. When Ilannigan came back with 
the coffee, there was a conch lond of 
nbout oA ioery Women as can be imag 
ined, Ilannigan tried an oyater to see 
what the trouble was, and when he got 
home he wrote me a letter, But the pat- 
ont oysters boomed the business, and I 
was known for many a day as the rub 
ber oyster mauan,."’—Seatthe Post-Lntelll-

{ueen street between William and George, 
and from Mr. R. J. Graham, fora walk 
around his residence on the corner of 
Charles and Bridge streets.

. Some of the Aldermen objectcd to tak- 
ing up the wooden sidewalks, which were 
in a first class condition, After some dis- 
cussion the Front street petition and 
Queen street petition were carricd, and 
instructions given to the City Solicitor to 
make out the necessary papers. 
THE ESTIMATES. 

Ald. Doyle, chairman of the Fxeculiye 
Committee, in submitting the estimates for 
the year, said adequate provision had been 
made for the consolidated and local im- 
provement debentures, as well as tho nec 
essary interest on other debentures and 
current account loans. Tho Sinking Fund 
at present is $29,571 99, which, with the 
suin levied this year, will make a total of 
$35,220 21 And there is also sufficient pro- 
vision made for the different departments 
of expenditure in accordance with the ro- 
quest of the different Chairmen of Commit- 
tees. Tho assessment of the “ity as final- 
ly revised by tho Judge is $3,843,536. The 
rate will be as follows: Municipal, 19 
mills; Public School, 34 mills ; Higb 
School, 1 mill, making a total of 234 mills. 
The separate school is regulated by the 
Public School rato. ‘The total rate was a 
little less than last year.

THE WIND-UP AT THE HAGUE 


All Signed Report to Send to the 
Respective Governments. 


The Welfare of Mankind, Hoth Material 
and Moral, Will Bo Incorensed by the 
Limitation of Military Chargea-Unl- 

form Weapons for Warfare Should Be 

Studied by the Nations and Considered 


by a Future Conference, 


The Hague, July 25.—The general act 
embodying the results of tho Interna 
tional peace conferunce, after enumorat- 
ing the names and qualifoations of all 
tho dologates, says: 

“Tn a serio of meetings, in which the 
above delegates participated, inspired 
throughout by the desire to realize In the 
highest possible measure the generous 
views of its august initiator, the confor- 
ence has drawn up for the approval of 
the respective Governments the sorles of 
conventions and declarations appended: 

“Convention for the pacific settlement 
of International disputes. 

“Convention concerning the laws and 
oustoms of war on land. 

“Convention for the adoption of laws 
against the uso of asphyxiating or dolo- 
terlous gases from balloon projectiles and 
for the prohibition of the use of bullots 
that casily expand in the human body." 

Tho yeneral act contains five oxpres- 
stons cf opinion, as follows: 

“The conference considers that Hmita- 
tions of tho military charges whiob at 
present oppress the world are greatly to 
Le desired for the increase of the material 
and moral welfare of mankind, 

“Tho conferenoo expresses the opinion 
that the gestion of rights and duties of 
neutrals should be insoribed on the pro- 
gram of a conference to be held at an 
early date. 

“Yho conferesoe expresses the opinion 
that questions relative to the type and 
calibre of rifles and naval arcillery, 83 
examined by it, should be the subject of 
study by the different Governmerts with 
a view to arriving at a uniform solution 
by a future conferenve. 

“The conference expresses a Wish that 
alt early conference be called to revise 
the Geneva convention. 

“The conference has reaolved that 
questions relating to the inviolability of 
private property in war ou land, and the 
bombardment of towns or villages ip 
nayal war, be reserved for future confer- 
ences '' , 

Who convention is signed by all the 
plenary delegates. 

Yankees Afraid of Murone. —— 

The Hague, July 25.—The delegates 
met yesterday afternoon and examined 
the text of the final act in order to do- 
olde how resarvations are to be made It 
Was decided that not only the three con- 
ventions, but the three declarations, 
mast be separately signed, tho formula 
accompanying which will be decided upon 
to-day. 

The American delegates met yester- 
doy and asked that the word ‘‘duty,’’ In 
article 27, be fally defined, so that the 
word may in no case Imply any obliga- 
tion on the part of the United States to 
interfere in Karopean atfair3, and vice 
versa, The discussion among the French 
delegates, who tramed the article, and 
the Americans, lasted several hours 
Kiforts are now being made to find a 
suitable word to substitute for ‘‘duty,’’ 
which will mect the wishes of the Ameri- 
can delegates without weakening the 
purport of the article. 

Vress Comments on the Conference. 

London, June 25.—All the morning 
papers devote editoriala to the closing of 
the international peace conference at The 
Hague, and note with satisfaction the 
progress made in the direction of arbi- 
tration, which, cheapened by the institu- 
tion of a permanent court, will tend to 
m more wice resort to arbitration in 
minor disputes, and, if successful, will 
accustom the powers to its gradual ex- 
tension to more serious matters. In 
otner reapecta they declare the conference 
ackieved little.

WHY THE U.S. WON'T ARBITRATE, 


Would Not Foar Fuir Arbitrators, But 
Some Might Compromise. 


Washington, July 25.—Inasmuch as the 
Canadian officials have laid stress upon 
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the refusal of the United States to accept 
fair arbitration of the pending questions, 
it may be proper to explain the reason 
for refusal, as pointed out yesterday by 
a high official. In the first place, the 
United States Government, it is contend- 
ed, is absolutely certain of the soundness 
of its claims in the matter of boundary. 
Afraid of a Compromise. 

That would seem to be a good reason 
for submitting the matter to arbitration, 
on the ground that a good cause had 
nothing to fear from fair arbitrators, but 
this Goyernment holds that arbitrators 
are almost all subject to the fatal weak- 
ness of compromising. In our case, any 
compromise would amount to the loss of 
our whole convention, for once Canada 
is admitted to the Lynn Canal we would 
be deprived of the only weapon which we 
now possess for the protection of our 
miners going into the Klondike from 
extortion, and perhaps expulsion, 

Why They Kejected Our Proposal, 

It was for this reason that Secretary 
Hay rejected the Canadian proposal to 
arbitrate, attended by the condition that 
in any case Pyramid Harbor should be 
bestowed upon Canada. Then, too, it 
was realized that an agreement to arbl- 
trate might be extremely unpopular in 
the west, so that the officials will be glad 
to adjust the matter without resort to 
arbitration, if possible. 

They Want to Hold On, 

This bas caused a revival of the project 
to allow Canada free privileges at some 
specified ports on the Lynn Canal, Dyea, 
Skaguay or Pyramid Harbor, perbaps, 
while allowing sovereignty over them to 
remain in the United States, and this is 
one of the propositions now engaging at- 
tention. It is realized that this plan 
would meet strong opposition from that 
element which favors no concessions 
Whatever to Canada, but under such 
arrangement American miners might 
reasonably expect to beneflt a good deal 
from the construction of the proposed 
railway running from a free Cunadian 
port on the Lynn Canal straight through 
to Dawson, in the heart of the Klondike.

Ottawa, July 26.—The House met at 
a quarter past 11, when a few untmport 
ant questions wore answered, but ten ont 
of 16 questions on the order paper bad 
to stand on scoduns of tho absence of 
Ministers, & fact to which attention was 
called by Sir Charles Tupper, who sald 
that we were now In the last days of tho 
session, and as almost all the tline of the 
House was devoted to Government busl 
ness, be thought the least the Ministers 
could do waa to be In thelr places to 
anawer the fow questions of whioh notice 
was given. 

The Premier replied that the Ministers 
wore upstairs In the committee on privi 
loges and electlona, 

Sir Charles ‘upper—Then they should 
send thelr answers here 

The Sennto Rorsolution 

The Promier said be woald consult 
with the leader of the Oppoaition and tix 
aday for the dlsousslon of the Senate 
resolution. 

In answer to Sir Charles Tupper, the 
Minister of Finance sald the railway 
subsidies would be brought down to-mor- 
row night or Wednesday. 

Preferential Trade Agaln, 

On the motion to go into supply, Mr, 
MeNeill tried to move an amendment em- 
bodying the idea expressed by the 
Premier on Wednesday during the debate 
on preferential trade with reference to 
its belng the duty of the Guvernment to 
endeayor to secure preferential trade, but 
as objection was rajacd ty the Premier 
that he had not been furnished with a 
copy of the resolution, who was now sua: 
tained by the leader of the Opposition, 
Mr. MoNeil withdrew his motion, and 
will probably renew it to-day. 

Ielcourt’s Fad for Ottuwa, 

The House thon went into committee 
of supply, taking up the votes of the 
Department of Agriculture and passing 
the yote for archives, after a short discus- 
sion, in the course of which Mr. Bel- 
court, Who pleaded yery hard for a vote 
of $75,000 for the proposed new geologic- 
al museum at Ottawa, was informed by 
the Minister of Finance that no money 
could be yoted this year. 

Experimontal Farm Vote. 

There was some discussion on the item 
of $3,000 for the year book and the man- 
ner in which it is distributed, and a Jong 
discussion on the Hxperimental Farm 
item, both of which items eventually 
passed. On the Experimental Farm vote 
Mr. Clancy stated that he hnd heard the 
opinion expressed that the hxperimental 
Farm stock were too few in number and 
far below par. 

Mr. McMullen (Liberal) strongly criti- 
cized the farm management. ‘The aistri- 
bution of seed grain had been a great 
benefit to the country, but beyond that 
the farm had been a failure, There was 
an arboretuin of 150 acres which would 
simply develop into a park for the city of 
Ottawa. He heard that the gentlemen in 
charge of agriculture were not thoroughly 
practical men, He was disgusted every 
time he went to the farm and looked at 
the class of animals there.

Laogh on the Famous Orator.

“Corwit’s great) reputition and 
pinuer took nenrly all the fight out of 
the students who were standing by the 
parties under arrest. Corwin was carry- 
ing all before him, making witnesses say 
almost whut he wanted them to say, 
when one of the principal offenders took 
the stund. This young fellow admitted 
tuat the professor was threatened with 
cnnes, but denied that Ke was struck by 
auy one, Tle xnid, in fet, the boys only 
winted to scure the professor, and had 
ho thought of burting him. The witness 
Was a quiet, uthletie fellow, and as he 
nude this explination he smiled at the 
exngeerated look of amazement ou Cor- 
wWin's fice. 


“Corvin made the witness show how — 


the cunes were tlourished about the pro- 
fessors head and questioned him per- 


sistently as to heaw close the canes went ~ 


to the professor's nose. He began with 
five inches und foreed the withess to say 
that the distanée was not greater than 
three inches, two inches, one inch. Then, 
triumphiunt, he took the cane from the 
hand of the witness, and, flourishing it 
about the young fellow’s hed so close 
as to make him dodge, thundered, ‘If a 
man should flourish a heayy eane about 
your head like this, and this, and this, 
Within an inch of your nose or ear or 
hair, what would you think; what would 
you do, sir?’ ‘Phe student, who bad beer 
dodging this way and that, much to the 
amusement of the spectators, saddenly 
sprang to bis feet, and, imitating Cor- 
win's intense, dramatic mariner and his 
humorous voice, snid, ‘1 would welconie 
him, sir, with bloody hands to a hospita- 
ble sraye.’

“A little time ago my partner and I ran 
across an old deed which lacked two sig- 
natures really required to make it valid. 
After spending a long time in trying to 
find whether the persons mentioned were 
alive, we ldcated one, an old woran, in 
Culifornia, There was nothing to be 
done but to go there, and I started off at 
once. When I arrived I found that the 
woman had moved into another part of 
the state, and I had to follow her.

He Talked at Length and 
Then Said 


il Die in a Penitentiary--What tio’ 
Wil doat the Next Trial--How he 
and Pare Escaped--An Inter- 
esting Yarn. 


Cho Napanee correspondent of the To 
routo Globe, writing to that paper regard- 
ing Pare and Wolden's former position 
when Crown witnesses, says: 

“Their escape entirely reversed the situ 
ation, and they are now ordinary prisoners, 
held for an cffence instead of being Crown 
witnesos, troated as witnesses and allowed | 
privileges which would never have been 
allowed them had chey been held for the 
robbery of the Dominion Bank and no- | 
thing mero. Tho two men realize that | 
they have lost ground by their escape from 
jail, and they are now considering 
What benefit will result to them if they 
continues to aid the Crown in its 
case against the young ex-bank teller. 

As to the position of Jack Roach, who is 
also au inmate of the j til, there iy no doubt. 
Ronch has stated what his attitude is to be. 
He declares that he knows nothing of tho 
robbery, that he will not go into the wit- 
ness box, that he is not a friend of Pare 
acd Holden, and that he does uot know 
Ponton. He aflirms that he isa most estim- 
able young man, and he has a well-known 
lawyer, Mr. Wilson, of Napance, fer the 
purposs of having this fact impressed 
upon the jury that willdecide upon the 
question of his guilt. Roach hag evi- 
dently many friends in the Kastern 
States, and they are arranging to supply 
the necessary funds for his defence. At 
the present time it appears to bo certain 
that he will not corroborate the evidence 
of Pare and Holden regarding Ponton’s al- 
leged complicity in the robbery, and it is 
also fairly woll settled that when he mee!s 
the two he will cut them dead, The situa: 
tion, then, is that Roach will not help the 
case of the Crown, and Pare and Holden 
may both rifuse to again tell the story of 
the robbery as they told it at the previous 
trial and at the preliminary investigation. 

The correspondent talked with both 
Pare and Holden, and the latter, when asked 
about his escape, said: ‘To tell the truth 
I helped to muke the patterns for tho 
locks which are now in use in all the jails 
in Ontario. I know how they work, and 
you know that in the Scandinavian locks 
on this place there are two tumblers which 
can be operated oasily if you can get at 
them. 

Speaking of the wood pile in the jail 
yard, Holden said; ‘‘Wure had a pile, and 
I handed the cordwood sticks up to him, 
and he put them in position. When I 
shoved up the last stick I was trembling 
like a leaf, for it was terrible hard work. 
We had to take all the bark off the sticks, 
because tho bark would make more noise 
than the solid wooa, and we knew that 
the slightee® sound would awaken Van 
Luven and the shotgun, Well, we fin- 
ally got it built, and we were ready for 
a dash. Ihelped the other fellow down, 
and he went into the jiil to change his 
working clothes to his nice suit and his 
collars and cuffs. He's an awful man for 
that sort of thing. While he was away I 
sat on top of the jail wall and waited for 
him with one eye on that window of Van 
Luven’s house and the other on the station 
for the express, which we expected to 
citch.” 


Holden, when asked as to his a‘titule at ! 
the next trial, said ; : 


“T won't send anyone to prison by tell- 
ing the truth unless it does me some good.” 
He said, “If a young man goes to the pen- 
itentiary it is only fora few years, but a 
sentence to me, no matter how short it will 
seem to those on the outside, will mean 
life. 1 have a wife and family the same as ' 
anyone else, and I want to be with them. 
But I'll dio hero, I'll die in a penicentiary,” 
and the old bank-burglar buried his face in 
the pillows of his prison cot and sobbed.

RIOT AND REBELLION. 


Dishop UWorstmann Says These Reign in 
the City of Cleveland—Union Dis- 


claims the Riots. 


Cleveland, O., July 26.—Bishop Horst- 
mann of the diocese of Cleyeland yester- 
day issued an address to the Catholic 
Inity of the city, in which he calls upon 
the people to offer no resistance to the 
authorities, and tells them to pray that 
peace and quiet may be restored. The 
address epitomizes the situation as fol- 
lows: 

“Anarchy reigns. Riot and repellion 
prevails. Lhe civil authority is defled and 
openly resisted. ‘The city is terrorized by 
the mob, and the militia must be called 
out to preserve order, The fair name of 
our city as a law-abiding community is 
In danger. Business bas been paralyzed. 
Visitors fear to enter our portals. Our 
own citizens sre in constant danger of 
thelr lives,"’ 

Union Disclaims Riots, 

President Bryan yesterday issued a 
statement on behalf of the strikers’ union, 
disclaiming any part in the recent riots, 
and expressing the resolution of refrain- 
ing from such acts. The four Columbus 
military companies, together with the 
military organizations from Newark and 
Chillico, 600 strong, arrived here yester- 
day to reinforce the soldiers already on 
guard, to preserve peace during the street 
car strike. The newcomers were marched 
to Central Armoury, where they estab- 
lished headquarters. Their presence is 
very distasteful to tho strikers, and 
Mayor Farley is censured for calling the 
additional troops. 


10,000 NOW our, 


Only 100 Shops in Munhattan Borough 
Contain Working Tallors. 


New York, July 26.—The strike of the 
tailors is hourly spreading, and the men 
in less than 100 shops in the borough of 
Manhattan were at work yesterday. The 
strike committee is making the rounds of 
these places to get the men out. Reports 
received from Brooklyn and the Browns- 
ville district stated that the garment 
workers in these places had willingly 
joined in the fight for less hours and 
better pay, and are unanimous in the 
opposition of the Socialists. A careful 
estimate made yesterday by the executive 
committee of the allied unions places the 
number of tailors now out at nearly 10,- 
000. The fact that they are idle throws 
out of employment thousands of button- 
hole workers, bushelmen and lesser opera- 
tives.

Grand Trunk Gives 1,500 of Them an 
Increase of 10 Cents per Day.

And Still Better, 

The acuteness of the Alaskan bound- 
ary situation has been so much relieved 
as a result of the conference on Monday 
between Secretary Hay and the British 
charge, Mr. Tower, that those who have 
taken the most active part in the nego- 
tintions feel that they can leave the city 
for « summer yacation. Mr. Hay will go 
within a few days and Mr, Tower leaves 
to-night for Newport. 

May Meet Lato in the Fall, 

One of the effects of renewing direct 
negotiations in Washington is to establish 
that the Ang%o-American commisstop 
cannot reassemble in Quebee on Aug. 2. 
That date is only a week off. and’ss yet 
Great Britain bas not named a commis: 
sioner to take the place of the late Lord 
Herschell. Tho purpose now is to secure 
some mode of settling the boundary 
question, and thus clear the way fora 
meeting of the commission late in the 
fall, 

Apparently With Good Will. 

The strong language used by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and Sir Charles ’upper has 
not found expression in the official nego- 
tlations, whéch are proceeding with every 
outward evidence of goodwill. 

Canada Wants Jastice Only. 


London, July 26.—The Daily Mail this 
morning, in a rather strong editorial on 
the Alaskan boundary dispute, contends 
that the interpretation of the treaty is 
pre-eminently a matter for arbitration. 
“Yet,"’ says The Daily Mail, ‘‘the 
United Sta‘es declines to arbitrate, 
simply because the political pressure 
from the Pacific States is so strong that 
the President fears his re election might 
be endangered if be took the just course, 
We would not be misunderstood. Canada 
asks no concessions, but only for what 
she considers her own by right, and she 
{s so confident of her case that she is 
ready to go before any internationa) 
tribunal. Reolprocal concessions are 
talked of, but why should Canada pay a 
high price for what seems to be ber own? 

“Whenever the United States has pro- 
posed arbitration of any dispute, King- 
land has invariably acceded, Why should 
the United States to day hang back un- 
less they feel that their case is weak’ 
The United States have the reputation of 
being bard bargainers. That is all very 
well, and we have often made concessions 
to them simply becausa we did not 
desire to quarrel over trifles, but here the 
vital interests of Canada are concerned, 
and it must be clearly understood that 
we cannot sacrifice Canada. We want 
justice, and an open port or two ts not 
justice,’’

“The ostablishment of a permanent 
court of arbitration on the American 
principle of revision, plus the French 
deolaration of the duty of nevtrals to 
recommend disputing powers to resort to 
the arbitration court rather than to war, 
ropresents vast progress In the evolution 
of human soclety. The recognition of the 
duty to represent to disputants the desir- 
ability of resorting to the arbitration 
court entails no obligation on the Amert- 
cana inconsistent with their traditional 
policy. This is made absolutely clear by 
the declaration signed by the Amertcan 
delegation, read in full at the conference 
yesterday, and entered on the reoords.’’ 


Will Keep Out of Europe. 


The Hague, July 26.—An arrangement

Cavaignac, and General Billot, both form - 
er Ministers of War; General Zurlinden, 
former Military Governor of Paris; Gen- 
eral Chanoine, who succeeded Gen. Zar- 
Jinden; Gen. Roget, whose evidence in 
the first trial of Captain Dreyfus bas 
teen published in Figaro; Gen. Pois- 
deffre, formerly chief of the general staff; 
Colonel Picqua:t, who*waa sentenced ta 
be diamissed from the army for his 
championship of Captain Dreyfus; Col- 
onel du Paty de Clam, a former member 
of the War Office staff; Major Count 
isterhazy, M. Lebon, former Minister of 
‘the Colonies; M. Paleologue, a former 
attache of the Foreign Oftice; Madame 
Henry, widow cf the officer who was 
accused of forging the incriminating 
dozument in the Dreytus case, and Mlle. 
Pays, reputed to be the mistress of Major 
Hsterhazy. 


A Taste of What Spain Got, 


London, July 26..—A private letter 
received here yesterday from a war cor- 
respondent at Manila, and dated Jane 17, 
says: ‘Thore seems to be no end of the 
war in sight. The censorship is constant- 
ly becoming more troublesome, It is im- 
possible to write the truth about the situ- 
ation. The resources and fighting quall- 
ties of the natives are quite misunder- 
stood by the American papsrs, and we 
cannot write toe facts without being 
aceused of treason, nor oan we tell of the 
practically unanimous opposition to and 
dislike of the war among the American 
troops. ‘The volunteers, or at least a por- 
tion of them, were at one time on the 
verge of mutiny, and unless General 
Otis had begun sending them homewards 
there would have been sensational devel- 
opments. We have been absolutely re- 
fused all hospital figures.’”

At 
noon yesterday 150 employes of the Born 
Stoel Range Company blockaded a car on 
the bridge, and dragged the motorman 
and conductor from their posts, inflleting 
with thelr fists and other \eapons injur- 
les more painful than serious, Soldiera 
on guard at the barn, about half a mile 
away, hurried to the scene, but the 
rioters had taken refuge in the factory, 
Which stands under the approach to the 
bridge.

KRUGER’S NARROW SQUEAK, 


The Chairman’s Custing Vote in the 


Maad Only Suved the Transvaal 
President His Job. 


Johannesburg, S.A R., July 27.—A 
rumor is current here that the Raad at 
first refused to accept President Kruger’s 
resignation only by the chairman’s cast- 
ing vote. Anyway, the Dynamite Com- 
pany appears to be alarmed at the deter- 
mination of the Volksraad to cancel the 
monopoly, and haye submitted to the 
Government proposals for the reduction 
of the prices of dynamite gelatine. These 
are accompanied, however, by certain 
stipulations. one being that the reduc- 
tions should be dependent on the annual 
sale of 250,000 cases. The Volksraad ad- 
journed yesterday discussion of the pro- 
posals. 

It is stated that the Mxecutive Council 
at Pretoria bas adopted the nevwy distribu- 
tion proposal, giving the Witwwaters and 
Gold Fields ten members in the Volks- 
raad instead of four, and an additional 
six members for Klorkedorp, Heidelberg 
and Patcbefstroon, 

An immense meeting of the Uitlanders, 
beld. here last night, adopted resolutions 
denouncing the Franchise Law as wholly 
inadequate, and demand effective guaran- 
tees and a proper redistribution scheme. 


REFORMATORY SHIP BURNED, 
Second Roman Catholic Ship of This 
Character to Meet This Fate, 


Liverpool, July 27.—The Roman Catho- 
{fo reformatory ship Clarence was de- 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morning. 
It was but a few moments after the fire 
was discovered until the great three- 
decker was wrapped in flames, Intense 
excitement prevailed until it became 
known that the hundreds of lads and 
officers on board the Clarence had been 
saved by the ferry boats Mersey and 
Firefly, which quickly made fast to the 
burning vessel and began pumping water 
upon the flames, ‘The boys on board the 
Clarence worked with the utmost dis- 
cipline until they were forced to leave 
the ship with tha offloers. The captain's 
family and Bishop Whiteside, who spent 
the night on board the Clarence, lost 
their personal effects. ‘The crew of the 
Mersey had a narrow escape, having 
barely time to regain their own cratf, 
which had the utmoss difficulty in got- 
ting clear of the burning vessel when 
the bulwarks of the Morsey were begin- 
ning to take fire. Three hours after the 
fire was discovered the Clarence’s back 
broke and she settled slowly. ‘his was 
the second Catholic reformatory ship of 
the same name that burned on the Mer- 
sey River. Her predecessor was flred by 
boys on board of her. 


THE HAGUE CONFERENCE, 


It Is Hoped tho Convention Will Be 
Fully Signed by Saturday. 


_ 


The Hague, July 27.—The drafting 
committee of the international peace con- 
ference yesterday decided upon tho form 
of a convention on the laws and customs 
of war and the adoption of the Geneva 
convention to naval warfare as well os 
a formula for accession to the arbitration 
scheme by non-signatory powers. It is 
hoped that the conventions will be fully 
signed by Saturday. Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, head of tho British delegation, 
having demanded that tho non-signatory 
powers be entitled to adhere to the arbi- 
tration convention only by the unanim- 
ous consent of the signatory powers, 
Count Nigra, chief of the Itallan delega- 
tlon, proposed an amendment, permitting 
such adhesion if no power opposed, It 
is hoped that the British Foreign Oflice 
will accept the amendment, 

WILL THEY MAKE A TREATY? 
Japanese Delegation Arrived tn Pekin 
nud May Mako a Treaty, 


Pokin, July 27.—Tho Japanese admir-

Taku, Gulf of Pechili, bave arrived here 
to visit the Japanese Minister, Prince 
Komura, who waa with the squadron, 
Was oxpected hero in connection with 
pending treaty negotiations, but there 
appeara to bo a bitch tu the negotiations 
with regard to the measure of financial 
control to be accorded to Japan in return 
for reorganization of the Chineso army 
by Japanese officials. In high Chinese 
clrolus it ls believed that the diflcultios 
cannot bo surmounted, Prince Ching and 
the Dowager Kinprose are the prinoiple 
advocates of the treaty, Othora, though

Some Copious Languages. 

Among all the Nuropean languages the 
Pnglish is the richest so far as the num- 
ber of words is concerned, and it is alsa 
the one which has added to its yvocabula- 
ry the largest number of words within 
the last half century. The latest English 
dictionaries contasn not less than 260,000 
different words, Next in rank comes the 
German language, with 80,000 words, 
and then come-in suecession the Italian, 
with 85,000; the French, with 80,000, 
and the Spanish, with 20,000 words. 
Among the oriental languages the Arabic 
is the most copious, its vocabulary being 
even richer than that of the Wnglish lan- 
guage. 

In the Chinese languages there are 10,- 
000 syllables or roots, out of which it is 
possible to frame 49,000 words, Another 
notable language is the old Indian Tamil, 
which is now spoken in the south of In- 
dia and which contains, according to the 
Intest calculations, 67,642 words. In the 
‘Turkish language there are 22,530 words, 
and thus it is richer than the Spanish 
and some other European languages. A 
singular fact is that aborigines, as a 
rule, have very limited yocabularies. The 
Katlivs of South Africa have at their dis 
posal not more than 8,000 words, and 
the natives of Australia use only 2,000 
words,

BOGUS BALLOTS. 


A Deputy Returning Officer Finds a Bogua 
Ballot in the Committee That He 
Missed in the Count. 


Ottawa, July 29.—The morning pro- 
ceedings in the committee on privileges 
and elections were not of very great in- 
terest. The greater part of the time was 
taken up with the eyidence of the re- 
maining witnesses of the 41 who were 
summoned in connection with p ]l No. 
4, Colborne, all of whom swore they 
yoted for Mr. McLean, although only 80 
ballots marked for him wore found in 
the ballot box. - 

The Same Old Game, 

The afternoon session was very interest- 
ing, the deputy returning officer for poll 
2, Colborne, Herbert Morris, being under 
examination, At this poll the ballot box 
seems to haye been stuffed by the old 
but simple deyice of depositing one bogus 
ballot in the box and taking out of the 
box the genuine ballot given the voter 
by the deputy returning officer, Afver 
that it is plain sailing. 


Morris in the Box. 


Deputy Returning Officer Herbert 
Morris was examined at great length by 
Messrs. Borden and Powell, the general 
effect of his evidence being that he ad- 
mitted that he was not sworn in as 
deputy returning officer, although the 
returning officer certifled that he was 
sworn. He also admitted that the poll 
clerk was not sworn. There were $7 bal- 
lots found in the box; 49 were marked 
for McLean, 87 for Holmes, and 1 ballot 
marked for Holmes was bogus and was 
rejected by him. 


Found Another Bogus Ballot. 


There was also another ballot marked 
end counted for Holmes which Morris, 
on examining it carefully yesterday, de- 
clared to be bogus, but which had escap- 
ed him when counting the ballots. Morris 
declared that the initials on the backs 
of these two ballots were forgerlos. These 
two ballots, he admitted, were different 
from the other 85, but were enough like 
them to escape detection unloss carefully 
scrutinized, Witness said that it wasa 
matter of general surprise that the major- 
ity for McLean at this poll was so small. 


Startling Revelations Expected.

Chamberlain Says There Will Be 
No Let Up Till All Is Settled. 


The South African Situation Dincussed 
in the Commons—I iberal Lender Says 
Thore Is No Necossity to Talk About 
War The Loyalty of the South 
African Colonios to Brituin wu Grent 
Factor, 


London, July 29.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday the Colonial Office 
yoto furnished the Liberals with an 
opportunity for a debate upon the Govy- 
ernmont's polloy in tho Transvaal, 

Nothing to Justify War, 

H. Campbell-Bannerman, tho Liberal 
leader, said ho thought that, in ylow of 
tho negotiations pending, reticence and 
reserve must rale debate, While he did 
not sympathize with Boer opposition to 
franchise extension, he saw nothing from 
the beginning to the ond of tho story to 
justify armed intervention, War in South 
‘Africa with ono of the states would be 
ono of the direst calamitios possible, The 
speaker pleaded for further friendly and 
prudent action through Dutch sympathiz- 
ora at the Cape. Ho saw no reason why 
this should not achiove consplouous suc- 


ooss, as & similar course had dono in 


Canada in time past. 
he Sooretary of State for the Colonies, 
Mr. Chamberlain, opened his speech in 


reply by declaring that Sir H. Campboll- 


Bannerman’'s language was calculated to 


embarrass the action of the Government. 
The gricovance of the Uiflanders, Mr, 
Chamberlain said, were admitted on all 
hands to be serious, but the most serious 
part was that the outrageous treatment 
to which thoy were subjected was part of 
the settled policy pursued by the Boors. 


Dangerous to Imporial Interests 
The situation was dangerous to Im- 


perjal interests. As regards the riclal 
foud coming out of war, race antagonism 
already existed and was pojsoning the 
community. ‘The danger of dissatisfac- 
tion in Cape Colony and the Orange Free 
State was entirely due to the action of 
the ‘Transvaal, 16 was not a question of 
a flye or seven years’ franchise, but of 
the power and authority of the HWmpire 
and of the position of Great Britain in 
South Africa. 


Colonies Are Loyal. 
Referring to offers of colonial help, 


Mr. Chamberlain said that if the matter 
were happily arranged it would always 
be a satisfaction to think that in times 
of trial the country might count upon 
the loyalty of the colonies, Mr, Chamber- 
lain justified the right of intervention, 
firstly, because it was the right of every 
civilized power to protect its own sub- 
jects; secondly, because Great Britain 
had the right of intervention under the 
convention, as tke suzerain power, and 
thirdly, because the convention had been 
broken in letter and in spirit. ~ 


Schreiner and Hofmoyer, 


Referring to Sir H. Campbell-Banner- 


man’s eulogy of Hon. W. P. Schreiner, 
formerly Prime Minister of Cape Colony, 
and J, Hofmeyer, the Afrikander leader, 
Mr. Chamberlain said thut the earlier 
and illusory proposals of President 
Kruger were entirely adequate and satis- 
factory. When they were quoted as im- 
partial judges whose assistance the Goy- 
ernmont ought to invite, the House must 
rememb2r that they bad been at least a 
little premature. 


The Latest Proposal. 
In dealing with the latest proposals, 


Mr. Chamberlain said: ‘‘President Krug- 
er bad invited friendly advice, and the 
Government had thought itself justified 
in appealing to him that a joint inquiry 
should be held. ‘These proposals were 
with the view of determining what repre- 
sentation will be immediately given 
aliens, which can be the only basis of 
satisfactory settlement. If the inquiry is 
accepted experts will be appointed, and 
the Government hopes that then it will 
be possible to reach an agreement, In 
any case the Government will press for 
necessury alterations in order to secure 
the objects in ylevw. 


Must See It Through Now. 
“We have undertaken the cause of the 


Uitlanders and are bound to see it 
through. We sbali not rest until a con- 
clusion satisfactory to us has been reach- 
ed. I anticipate that the efforts will be | 
successful, but we will not tie our hands 
in regard to measures that may be neces- 
sary to fulfill anticipations.”’ 


In the Houso of Lords. 
London, July 29.—In the House of 


Lords yesterday the Earl of Camperdown 
called attention to the T’ransyaal situa- 
tion. The Karl of Dunraven and others 
followed, all declaring that any depart- 
ure from the recognized policy of the 
Government would be an act of inestim- 
able danger to the position of Great Brit- 
ain, not only in South Africa, bub it 
migbt shake the Imperial existence of 
Great Britain itself, ‘be Karl of Sel- 
borne, Under Secretary for the Colonies, 
made a statement similar in purport to 
that made in the House of Commons by 
Mr. Chamberlain. 


Tho Vote Adopted, 
The House adopted the Colontal Office 


vote without a division, after o protract- 
ed debate upon the South African policy 
of the Government. 


KiYect of the Debute. 
London, July 29.—The morning papers 


generally express satisfaction at the out- 
come of yesterday's debate in the House 
of Commons. 


The Times says: ‘‘The result of the 


discussion is all that the Ministers could 
desire, If it has done nothing else, it has 
exploded the delusion that Mr. Chamber- 
lain is at variance with Mr. Balfour and 
Lord Salisbury on the Transvaal policy.” 


The Standard echoes the remarks of 


The Times, 


The Daily News remarks upon the 


large measure of agreomont which the 
debate revealed between the Liberal and 
Conservative p.rtio3, ond says: ‘*When 
the fact is recognized, if ought to have a 
most salutary effect in South Africa, and

More Than 5000 Men Obliged To Leave 
Owing To Lack Of Work.

A few days ago Mr. Kdward Dobbs, 


who resides on Muroey st., 
cornor of Henry, while in the act of putting 
up a shelf in his cellar, came across % 
collection which opens up a question for 
our local antiquaries to puzzle over, 
Having occasion to sink the end of a small 
postin the ground, Mr. Dobbs used a 
pickaxe. After about the second stroke 
ho saw something glisten, and upon picking 
the article up he found it to be 
a buckle of a most peculiar pattern. 
Another stroke with the pick brought 
some more buckles into sight, and for the 
next two hours Mr. Dobbs and his two 
boys seraped and picked and dug up about 
as strange 4 collection as anyone could 
well imagine. The artizles had been buried 
in a box, but when the sides of tho box 
were touched the wood crumbled into dust. 
Included in the mass of stuff found were 
abovt fifty dozen brass buckles, very heav- 
ily silver plated, of a type altogether obso- 
lete nowadays, the same being of allshapes 
and sizes. Some of che buckles look as 
though they had originally formed part of 
a riding equipment of a cavalry soldier of 
the Queen. ‘here are big buckles and little 
buckles, long buckles and short buckles, 
wide buckles asd narrow buckles, some in a 
good state of preservation and somo cor- 
roded and with the iron tongues rusted 
away. 


of a very handsome set of carriage harness, 
articles which look like swivels for a caval- 
ry soldier's bricle, coflin plates, coffin 
handles, coftin nails and some very highly 
ornamented hinges. Some of the buckles 


of this city, and he said he had been in 
business forty years but he had neyer soen 
buckles of that peculiar pattern used 
on harness. He expressed admiration 
at the workmanship showed in the buckles 
and said he kuew of no place to-day where 
as good articles were made. He has no 
doubt they were manufactured before his 
time. I: is evident that, atthe time they 
were buried, everything was brand new. 

Now, gentlemen of the Historical and 
Antiquarian Society, get your thinking 
caps on and clear up this mystery. ‘Tell 
us where these buckles and swivels and 
collin lids and handles and hinses were 
made, and then when you have doae that, 
tell us how they came to b» buried two 
feet under the foundations of *‘ Teddy.” 
Dobbs’ house. 


Oue theory is that somebody has stolen 
them in days gone by, thinking they were 
silyer, and buried them under the cellar. 
That is only a guess. 

The house in question was built on Pin- 
nacle st., by a man named Tapson, and 


was moved to Murney st. about 40 
yearsago. It was used as a_ school 
house for some years after its re- 


moval. It is a queer old structure, and its 
present inmate tells somo strange stories 
aboucit. - Heis evidently a man of a 
good deal of common sense, but there are 
some things about the house he can’taccount 
for. He has often heard strange voices 
and noises about the place in the middle of 
the night, on one occasion coming down 
four times in the night, armed with a car- 
ying knife, to find out who was pacing back- 
wards. and forwards across bis flocr, 
Whether the footsteps were made by scme- 
body who wanted the coflin plates is hard 
to say. Other mysterious incidents are: an 
alarum clock which goes off, without being 
set, at a certain hour nearly every day; a 
watch which was found tightly wound up 
one night and set back to 6 o'clock when it 
had been right at half-paat seven and the 
correct time was then half-past 9; and a 
bed-room door which was kept propped 
open at night and the peoplo used to wako 
up and hear somebody trying to shut it. 
Taken altogether there is a delicicus air 
of mystery about the little frame houso 
just at present, and anybody who enjoys a

Tho late Trenton shooting affair was 
venlilated this morning before acting- Judge 
Col. Lazier, Mr. P. J. M. Anderson was 
present on behalf of thea Crown und Mr. 
Wo. Ournew defended the accused, James 
Walters, who was arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty to the following charges : 

That James Walters did unlawfully as- 
sault one George Litile, thereby occasion- 
ing bodily harm. 

That James Walters did unlawfully have 
upon his person arevolver while commit- 
ing an assault on one George Little. 

Jvhn Rogers and James Hart, two of the 
men who were arrested in connection with 
the affair and sent down for thirty days by 
Magistrate Gordon, of Trenton, were 
brought up for the purpose of identifica 
tion, 

Goorge Little, on being sworn, stated 
that on Wednesday night last he was pro- 
ceeding to his home and had got as far 
as Hart's Corners whon he imet three 
men. One of them stopped him and asked 
him to buy aring, but he said he had no 
money. Witness tricd to get away but 
Walters held him. Walters was trying to 
change his voice but he was positive that 
he vas one of the men. Oneof the men 
had a bag in which were bottles, and he 
opened the bag and took out ono of the 
bottles and drank out of it. Walters said 
to witness ‘‘ If you are going to mope you 
had better tell us." One of the mon said 
“Tet the boy go.” Witness could not 
swear which man struck him but one of 
the men struck him on the side of the 
head with a revolver and it was discharged. 
Witness then succeeded in getting ayay 
and went to Mr. Bowler's Hotel, where his 
wound was dressed. Witness during the 
scultle yelled for help and tried to get away, 
but was held by Walters. : 

Upon cross-examination the witness 


Swore positively that Walters was one of 
the men. 


Joseph Webb, sworn, said he knew 
Walters by sight, saw him and another 
man on Wednesday evening last. Recog- 
nized oue of the prisoners as the man who 
was in company with Walters. Tho larger 
man had a bag on his back. He saw them 
again between 10 and 12 o'clock ; they 
went past his house near Jart’s Corners, 
He heard two shots go off. He heard no 
one call for help. Tle heard one of the 
men say ‘‘We had better get out of the 
way, as we have shot a man.” Ile had 
seen these men around his place and 
Walters had called there for something to 
eat, 


Mr. Ilenty Bowler, sworn, said he had 
seen the prisoner at his hotel in Treaton, 
He had also seen the large man at his 
hotel. On Wednesday last Walters and 
two other men were at his place and pro- 
cured some bottled beer, which they placed 
in the bag and carried it away with them. 
Shortly after they had left his placo he 
heard a shot fired and soon after Little 
came there and said he had been shot. 
Blood was running down the side of his 
head and neck, Little said that two men 
had attacked him, one of whom carried a 
bag. 

John Arnott, sworn, testified that he re- 
membered Wednesday night last. On his 
way hoine that night he met three on the 
road. He could not recognizs any of the 
men. One of them carried a bag in which 
were bcitles, as he heard them ratile, One 
of the men asked witness for a match, but 
he had none. He heard a shot fired, which 
was in the direction of Hart's Corners. 


Mr. Jos. Read said he lived about 100 
yards west of Hart’s Corners. He recog- 
nized Walters and Hart ag the nen he saw 
on Wednesday last between 19 and 11 
o'clock, He heard two shots fired and he 
went out. Tho men passed by his house. 
Ife heard one of the men say; “I shot him 
through the head,” 


Constable Glass, sworn, said he assisted 
in the arrest of the prisoners. Hart and 
Walters were arrested in Mr. Kenrick’s 
were arrested thoy 
opened fire on tho party. Rogers had a 
ravolver'in his hand when arrested, two 
shells of which were empty and three filled. 


This completed the case and argument 
was heard, Walters was discharged on | 
the charge of carrying a revolver, and | 
judgment was reserved until to-morrow on 
the charge of assault, 

County Attorney Anderson stated his 
intention of preferring a charge of shooting 
with intent against Rogers,

SEVERE WINDSTORM. 


Considerable Damage Done at Hamilton 
—Results of the Storm in Toronto 
—The Canada Dismasted. 


Hamilton, July 81.—A severe electrical 
and wind storm struck the city about 3 
o’clock on Saturday and did considerable 
damage, besides tying up the electric 
railways forsome time. Lightning struck 
Downe’s bakery, South Locke street, 
tearing the plaster from the ceilings and 
Setting flre to the place. The fire depart- 
ment was called ont. A large plate glass 
Window in Ennis’ piano warerooms, 
King street, was blown in and pianos 
were damaged. A window in Heintz- 
man’s piano store was also blown in. 
The steamer Mazeppa bad a close call in 
the bay, being nearly blown against Mc- 
Ilwraith’s dock. At the Beach the only 
damage done was to boats, a large num 
ber of which were at anchor. They were 
overturned and blown on the shore. Later 
in the day there was another hard blow 
and several upsets were reported. Police 
Magistrate Jelf’s yacht was upset and 
he and his wife and another person were 
thrown into the water. The crew of the 
yacht Myrtle went to the resene.

Beaurepaire’s Revelations Are of 
the Flimsiest Character,

Paris, July 81.—The Evho do Paris 
prints ox- Judge Boaropsire’s promisod 
revelations ia the Dreyfus case. The firat 
articlo names four witnesses who heard 
some anti-Semites aay: “Wo will get 
Dreyfus back or drag Fyanco into war." 
They did not care for his innocence, but 
only for the glorification of their soot. 

The socond article cites witnosses who 
alleged they wero offered Jowlsh bribos 
to sapport Dreyfus, 

The third article relates how Dreyfus 
was soon talking to some Germans, 

The fourth says that Droyfua was ox 
travagant, and tho fifth gives opinions of 
oortain French Ministers ond others on 
the prisoner's guilt. 

The whole revelation is of the flimsiest 
obaracter aud obylously trumped up. 

Eatorhazy'’s Cowardloec.

To Report the Trial, 

In addition to the usual number of 
telegraph wires affording communication 
between Parls and Rennes, 88 other Jines 
have been provided to meet the exigencios 
of the Dreyfus trial, of which three will 
be absolutely official, supplying reports 
to the Elysee, the Department of the 
Interior and the Postoflice Departinent. 
The Dreyfus family have hired a special 
wire for the purpose of furnishing The 
Droits del'Homme and The Aurore with 
reports of the proceedings. 

No Caso Aguinst Du Paty de Clam, 

Tbe Matin announces that there is no 
case against Col. Du Paty de Clam, and 
this announcement has since been con- 
firmed by M. Menard, Col, Du Paty de 
Clam’s counsel. 

The Siecle says that Maitre Demange 
and Maitre Labori, counsel for Capt.

THE PEACE COMMISSION, 


Baron do Staal Delivered the Furewell 
Address on Suturday, 


The Hague, July 31,—The internation- 
al peace conference met for its final sit- 
ting on Saturday. Baron de Staal deliver- 
ed the farewell address, thanking the re- 
presentatives of all foreign states. He 
snid the work accomplished, while not 
so complete as might be desired, was 
sincere, wise and practical. The great 
principles of the sovereignty of individu- 
al states and international solidarity, 
apparently so opposing, bad been recon- 
eiled by what they bad accomplished. 
He aflirmred that in time to come institu- 
tions which bad their origin in the need 
of concord would be the dominating in. 
fluence and that thus the work of the 
conference was truly meritorious. 

The three conventions dealing with 
arbitration, the laws and customs of war 
and the adaptation of the Geneva conven- 
tion to naval warfare, were not signed 
by Germany, Austria-Hungary, China, 
England, Italy, Japan, Luxemburg, 
Servia, Switzerland or Turkey. ‘The 
United States only signed the arbitration 
convention and that under reserye, 
Roumania also made reservation. 

The three declarations prohibiting the 
throwing of explosives from balloons, the 
use of asphyxiating projectiles and those 
of Dum-Dum bullets, were not signed by 
Germany. Austria-Hungary, China, Eng- 
land, Italy, Japan, Luxemburg, Servia or 
Switzerland, while the United — States 
only signed the declaration regarding 
the throwing of explosives from balloons, 


THE FEDERATION OF AUSTRALIA, 


It Proved to Be Popular —-When Queens- 
land Will Vote, 


Melbourne, Victoria, July 81.—The 
colony of Victoria, as the result of the 
referendum held on the subject of the 
commonwealth bill, drafted by represent- 
atives of the Australian colonies of Great 
Britain in 1898 and revised by the Prem- 
jers last January, has decided by an 
overwhelming majority in favor of feder- 
ation, Inasmuch as New South Wales, 
without whose adhesion none of the 
other colonies is willing to federate, gave 
a lida of 22,000 for the common- 
wealth bill at the referendum of June 
20, the action of Victoria as showing the 
sentiment of the younger colonies assures 
the union of the Australian states in a 
commonwealth of Australia. 

The colony of Queensland will hoid ita 
referendum on the question Sept, 2.

Dr. Sproule read a letter from a young 
man who bad gene from Ontario to the 
Yukon, and who wrote very strongly 
against the royalty. and against the 
officers maladministering affairs in the 
Yukon. Ihe lettcr was from Mr. William 
Nightcngale.

THE LAW AND 
THE RITUALISTS 


News of the Utmost Importance to 
the Future Welfare of the Angli- 
can Church, 


The news from Wogland by cablegram 
regarding the ritualistic controversy in the 


Anglican church, is of the utmost import- | 


ance tothe present and future welfare of 
that body. 

For somo time pist an Keclesiastical 
Court, composed of the Archbishops of 
Oanterbury and York, has been sit- 
ting, to decide, after due reference 
t> competent’ authorities, upon what 
are legal and what are illegal ornaments, 
acts and accessories in the performance of 
public worship in the church. This court 
hus now declared, unequivocally and with 
out reservation, that the use of incense 
during the celebration of the Eucharist, 
and having lighted candles on the Lord’s 
tablo, called by tho ritualists the altar, the 
latter term being wholly unknown to the 
Prayer Book, is illegal, and is, in conse- 
quence, from henceforth absolutely for- 
bilden, 

This decision cannot fail to have far- 
reaching consequences. Hitherto, when 
decisions have been given against the 
ritua'istic body by temporal or civil courts, 
the ritualists have declined to obey them, 
on the ground that they were not courts of 
competent jurisdiction in ecclesiastic mat- 
ters. It must he noticed, though, in con- 
nection with this contention, that whon 
these very courts haye given decisions in 
their favor, they have been wel- 
comed with fervor by the ritualist, 
and paraded to the world as a justifi: 
cation of some cf their proceedings. When 
Mr. Green, of York; Mr. Enraght, of 
Birmingham ; and Mr. Ty oth, Hatcham, 
were imprisoned for nou-compliance with 
orders made by the civil courts, forbidding 
them to do certain things, they and their 
supporters alleged that if they hai been 
condemned by a spiritual or ecclesiastical 
court they would have rendered dus 
obedience to the law. S 

Now is the time for the ritualists to show 
that these professions were genuine and 
sincere. A court which is purely spiritual 
and ecclesiastical has decided against two 
of their most cherished practices. and they 
must, in consequence, do one of two things 
—that is, obey the law, or go out of tha 
church, As regards the former of these 
alternatives, there are three reasons why 
the ritualists shouli adopt it: First, tho 
very highest one, that of Christian duty ; 
fecondly, one only second in importance 
to the last, their duty es faithful members 
of the Anglican church; and the third, 
Which is of equal importance with the two 
preceding reasons, their duty as loyal sub- 
jects of the Crown.

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THE HONEY HUNTERS. 


Bees work faithfully and at the same 


time board themselyes, 

Bees are a hard stock to fence, but 
rarely fail to come home. 

A grapevine trained to a trellis on the 
south side makes a good protection. 

It has neyer been definitely determined 
just how far bees will fly for honey. 

‘There are three classes of worker bees 
in a colony—nurse bee, wax workers and 
honey gatherers. 

The life of bees during the working sea- 
son is brief, and it requires a good laying 
queen to keep up the force in the hive. 

As it requires ten times as long to pro- 
duce a pound of wax as a pound of honey, 
it is evident that it is economical to use 
foundation, 

Italian bees are generally admitted as 
being superior to black bees, as they are 
less liable to get mad, are better workers 
and are more easily controlled, 

Queens may be reared in late summer 
and autumn by making queenless a hive 
that has the necessary young brood and 
exes to produce queens. Drones may be 
in queenless colonies. 

It is useless to expect bees to work in 
surplus when they have space unfilled in 
the body of the hive. If it is a new 
swarm, they will fill the hive first. If it 
is an old one, they will fill the hive with 
brood or honey first.—St. Louis Republic.
